RATE LEGISLATION. 


Prospects for lis Eaactment at the 
Present Session Waning— Senators 
are Obstructionists— Western Rep- 
resentatives Urge an Extra Session, 


ASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—[{Excia- 
sive Dispatch. ] No one can ac- 
curately predict what the result 
of the hard-fought battle over rate 
legislation in the caucus of the Repub- 
licans of the House, yesterday afier- 
noon, will amount to. The fact is that 
every ounée of pressure that could be 
produced had to be exerted upon the 
Republicans to bring theen into line for 
the measure, and even after the leaders 
of the House, including Speaker Can- 
non and Representative Payne, the 
majority leader had appealed for har- 
monious action in favor of the rate bill 
that has been reported to the House by 
the Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce, there were members who were 
ready to revolt, and there were some 
who said that they could not be bound 
by the caucus action. It is pretty 
plain, also, that the leaders of the 
House had not said openly that the 
bill, if passed by the House, could an 
be passed by the Senate at this sessio 
there might not have been a — 
in the caucus for the bill. 
SENATORIAL OBSTRUCTION. 
House leaders were undoubtedly cor- 
rect iminforming the Republican mem- 
bers that the Senate has no intention 
of taking up the bill that the House 
will pass, almost without debate, at 
this session, and now the question 
comes down, clearly and well defined 
as to whether the Président will be 
content to rest upon the empty vie- 
tory of having the House pass 4 rate 
bill and allowing it to die in the gen- 
ate with the expiration of this session. 
This is a question that concerns not 
only the President, but 4 very large 
number of Republican members of the 
House, especially those whose constitu- 


encies desire rate 
Within the last five or days no

fewer than twenty or twenty-five Re- 
publican members of the House have 
gone individually to the President and 
urged that an extra session of Con- 
gress is to be called this spring. They 
gave as their reason that people are 
somewhat exercised over rate legisia- 
tion, as well as over revision of the 
tariff; that if an extra session is held 
this spring, both these matters can be 
got out of the way and the decks be 
cleared for the regular session next 
winter. If, however, an extra session 
is held im the fall, Congress will be 
sure to dally along at the usual rate 
and take no action until well Into the 
regular session next winter, by which 
time fights for hom!nations to Congress 
in something like half the States of the 
Union will be in progress, and mem- 
bers will be seriously embarrassed by 
conditions in Congress. In reply to 
these importunities, Mr. Roosevelt has 
given no indication of his intentions. 
ALARMED MEMBERS. 
The movement for an extra session, 


have failed to carry out the President's 
policies, and not by the President him- 
self. The alarm among members of 
Congress extends particularly to mem- 
bers from the West, where the Presi- 
dent's policies are very popular. If the 
rate bill does not go through, the peo- 
ple of the West, so members fear, will 
hold Congress resporsibie. Consider- 
able alarm has developed upon this 


point. 

It is evident now that Congress does 
not intend to enact the recommenda- 
tions of the President and Secretary of

Practically not one of the recom- 
mendations made by the President in 
his last annual message to Congress 
has been adopted in an effective way 
by Congress, and while Mr. Roosevelt 
rests with patience under this ignoring 
of his recommendations, the members 
of Congress are not resting so easily 
and are fearing very sharply for the 
next Congress election if these recom- 
mendations are not enacted into law. 
It may be said that the determination 
of those two veteran campaigners, J. 
W. Babcock and Jesse Overstreet, to 
retire from the management of the 
next Congress campaign also causes 
some uneasiness. If the President calls 
un extra session of Congress this spring 
it will be because he has been asked 
to do so by a considerable part of the 
Republican membership of the House 
of Representatives.

SANTA ANA, Feb. 4.—As a result of

This afternoon a report was current 
here that farther up the stream near 
Anaheim and Fullerton, the river had 
broken its banks and was doing serious 
damage, but the rumor lacks confirma- 
tion. Tonight the waters are slowly 
subsiding, although with the probabil- 
ity of further rains it is possible that 
there will be a further rise and serious 
damage tomorrow. 

There is a treacherous ford on the 
river on the Anaheim road leading into 
Garden Grove, and Miss Mary McDan- 
nald, the young. daughter of D. W.

Startling Death of Stranger 
in-Lodging-house.

His Woman Companion Hur- 


ried from the Scene. 


And Now the Detectives are 
Trying to Find Her. 


A well-dressed prosperous looking 
man, apparently 55 years old dropped 
dead in a lodging-house at No. 125 
South Los Angeles street at 9:30 o'clock 
last night, under circumstances that 
are somewhat suspicious. 

The man is supposed to be C. E. 
Bentley of Lincoln, Neb. He entered 
the house accompanied by a woman in 
black who was heavily veiled. He asked 
the landlady, Mrs. Douglas, to show 
him a room for himself and wife. Lead- 
ing the way to a room on the second, 
floor the, landlady was inthe act of 
lighting a lamp to show the apartment 
to her new guests when the man sud- 
denly toppled over on the floor. 

At first Mre. Douglas thought her 
Visitor drunk, but the screams of the 
woman in biack who loudly walled, 
He's dying, I know he is!” aroused 
the landlady to action. She hurried 
from the room to procure water and, 
returning a moment later, she found 
the man gasping his last. The woman 
had gone. 

Mystery surrounds the case. Coroner 
Trout was notified of the sudden death 
and the body was ordered removed to 
Bresee Bros.’ morgue. The dead man’s 
clothing was searched, but the only 
thing bearing upon his identity was a 
receipt from the Pacific Electric Rail- 
way Company for two combination 
tickets to the ostrich farm, which had 
been apparently turned back to the 
railway company. 

The man was evidently out of his 
Sphere in the cheap ng- house. 
Fis clothes were stylishly cut and his 
appearance generally stamped him as 
a person in the upper walks of life. A 
watch chain, a silver dollar and a 
nickel, several Angels’ Flight tickets 
and some Puliman-car slips, together 
with an expense account, were among 
his effects.

Vecsey in America. 

A prodigy ought not to be prosaic, 

end Vecsey is rather a prosaic boy, 


| says the New York Globe. You ex- 
pect velvet knickerbockers and a broad 
lace collar, pretty childish airs of 
trepidation and gratitude, and a face 
with some hint of the usual in it. 
Instead, you see & businesslike 
and composed little boy much ab- 
sorbed in the task in hand, and quite 
indifferent to his audience. A medal 
is the only ornament to his plain sailor 
suit. He bobs little bows mechanically. 
His brown face, with Hs snub nose, 
small eyes, and high cheek bones, 
might be that of any Hungarian 
youngster. He has not an air of grace, 
and apparently only one childish im- 
pulse—to run a step or two as he nears 
the door on his way off the stage. 
When he plays he is curiously like a 
miniature. Hofmann. He is there to 
do certain things. He does them to 
the best of his ability and seemingly 
in entire unconsciousness of all else. 
When he has finished he is ready to 
go back to something that is likely to 
be more interesting. Never once has 
the grave little face, looking straight 
forward with unhesitating eyes or 
bent intently over his violin, relaxed. 
He has been giving pleasure to his 
audiences, but there is not a sign of

{any pleasure on his part. The fouder 


and longer the applause the more 
rapidly the bows bob. That is all. 
Veesey does not play like a man. It 
would be pitiful if he did. The per- 
ceptions and the emotions that only 
the years of experience give are not 
in a boy of 12, and cannot be. It 
is absurd to expect them in his play- 
ing; futile to look for them. Life may 
bring them, but at the moment, and 
perhaps, happily, there is scarcely 4 
sign of any precocious instinct that 
might quicken them. There is no trace 
of feeling in his playing. It is ail 
monotonous and inflexible in its tonal 
color. 
It elings faithfully enough to the 
outline of the melody, tike a line 
drawn between two points, but t 
takes no heed of the contents. Vecsey 
is playing only notes, bat he is play- 
ing them with an uncommon mastery, 
even for a mature violinist, of the 
technique of the violin and an instinc- 
tive feeling for what the instrument 
can do. When growth and life and 
ktudy have taught htm that there are 
things of the mind and of the heart as 
well as its own beauty in music, 
though in little of that which he 
played last night, he should have the 
technical resources to express them. 


BALLOONING BENEFICIAL. 

From experiments which have been 
conducted by a French scientist, the 
value of balloon ascensions in the 
treatment of consumption, nervous, 
and other diseases, have been demon- 
strated in many cases. In one in- 
stance a patient was taken to a moun- 
tain sanatorium, and observations 
made. Soon afterward the same pa- 
tient was put under observation in a 
balloon at about the same altitude. 
Comparative statistics were obtained 
in this way which corroborated the 
theory that ballooning is far more 
beneficial to a patient than a moun- 
tain trip. . 

Consumptives, it is said, burn up 
their lung force by increased respira- 
tory exchange, and are in a state of 
continual combustion. Consequently, 
to send to high altitudes a consump- 
tive in an advanced stage would in- 
vite an aggravation of the ill. Only 
those whose respiratory exchanges are 
not exaggerated can find ballooning 
beneficia].—[ Answers. 


WHEN DOCTORS WERE SINGLE. 

There was once a time when doctors 
were doomed to celibacy. It was at 
the conclusion of the medieval period 
when medicine was in the hands of the 
monks. In France the habit of celiba- 
cy persisted long after the practice of 
medicine had passed into lay hands. 
For two or three centuries the doc- 
tors protested, but in vain. The mat- 
ter was finally laid before the Pope, 
and toward the end of the fifteenth 
century the vow was abolished.—[Chi-

MEXICO, Jan. 27.—President Diaz 
stands today on the bridge of the 
world’s commerce, the narrow Isth- 
mus of Tehuantepec. He is able to 
realize now, as no other ruler in the 
world can do, the beauties of progress 
and peace that have blossomed un- 
der his touch. It does not fall to the 
lot of many men to see the good 
they have been instrumental in sow- 
ing. Bismarck died before his dream 
came real, as exemplified in the uni- 
fied Germanic empire, and Couvier and 
Garabaldi did not live to see a united 
Italy. But Gen. Diaz, after thirty 
years of strife and struggle, has lived 
to see thirty years of peace, or al- 
most that period of truly emancipated 
and unified Mexico. This historic in- 
cident lends interest to the visit of 
Gen. Porfirio Diaz to the Isthmus of 
Tehuentepec. Forty-seven years have 
passed since he was in that country, 
and at that time he was an officer in 
the Liberal Army fighting the Con- 
servatives. The people of Tehuante- 
pec have showered attentions upon 
the President and his party during the 
entire trip. This is the first time that 
Mrs. Diaz has seen that portion of 
Mexico. and there are others the

DBATH OF A NOTED MAN. 

The death of Thomas Braniff— on 
Sunday night not only closed the life 
chapter of the wealthiest American in 
Mexico, a man reputed to be worth 
$9,000,000 to $10,000,000, but it re- 
moved one of the most strenuous act- 
ors in the drama of national progress. 
Mr. Braniff saw the dawn of the Diaz 
régime, and lived to see that dawn 
widen into day. He was born in 
April, 1829, on Staten Island, of Irish 
parentage. At the age of 20 he went 
to California to seek the golden treas- 
ures that had been discovered during 
the previous year. But there was too 
much of the gambling element con- 
nected with that speculative mining 
to suit him, and he went to South 
America, where he became associated 
with another American, Henry Meiggs. 
They built that wonderful railroad 
between Chile and Peru called the 
Railway Among the Clouds. Some 
forty years ago Mr. Braniff came to 
this country and, associated with 
George Crawley and R. B. Gorsuch, 
started construction on the first rall- 
road on the Mexican mainiand. It 
was a time of teeming revolution, and 
his brother, John Braniff, was killed 
by bandits, while he himself on more 
than one occasion narrowly escaped 
being kidnaped. Naturally Mr. Bran- 
iff was personally and intimately ac- 
quainted with the leading Mexicans 
of that and more recent periods, and 
his memory was a treasurehouse of 
rare personal incidents in connection 
with Benito Juarez, Miguel Lerdo and 
Porfirio Diaz. He was the founder 
of the immense cotton mills near Oriz- 
aba, considered some of the best in 
the world, and at the time of his 
death was president of the London 
Bank and the Mortgage Bank. 

DEATH RATE DECREASING. 

The death rate in Mexico is now 
on the decrease. In 1901 there were 
20,743 deaths; in 1902, 19,461; in 1903. 
17,635, and in 1904, 16,349. The mor- 
tality rate is still very high in Mex- 
icv, although it has materially de- 
creased, while the population has in- 
creased from ,000 in 1901 to 400,- 
000 In 1904. But the heavy rate is 
due to death in the poorer portions 
of the capital, where the rate this year 
was 62 to the 1000; but the rate in 
the Eighth Ward, which is the better 
portion of the city, and where the 
American colonies are located, scarcely 
reached 27 to the 1000, or slightly in 
excess of the rate in Boston and New 
York, while the death quota in the 
northern and northeastern portions 
and the southeastern portion of the 
capital really exceeded that of any 
city in the world, with probably the 
exception of Calcutta, for so long a 
time considered the unhealthiest carp- 
ital in the world. This improved con- 
dition is due in large part to the fine 
sanitary conditions of the capital. Dur- 
lag the past six years work has been 
pushed on the drainage system of 
the city and is being fast completed. 
Five large collectors of different diam- 
eters, from one meter to two and a 
half meters, cover already 20,000 lin- 
eal meters, with lateral sewers cov- 
ering 122,164 lineal meters, while the 
city surface thus provided with drain- 
age covers already 8,996,287 square 
meters. The water piping for the 
flushing of the sewers has a total of 
19,296 meters. During the fiscal year 
closing June 30, 1904, there were in 
the Federal district 74,412 births, of 
which 44,439 occurred in the City of 
Mexico. By the end of this year 
probably 200 streets will have been 
paved in asphalt, with a surface of 


400,000 square meters, and sidewalks 


in cement laid with a surface of 150,- 
000 square meters., while the total 
paving in stone and asphalt will be 
almost 1,750,000 square meters. 
WORKING ON NEW RAILROAD. 
The Department of Communications 
and Public Works reports that prelim- 
inary work has been commenced on 
the railroad to connect Mazatlan with 
Durango, for a distance of 410 kilome- 
ters still separates the terminal town 
of Durango, on the International, with 
the port of Mazatian. There are im- 
mense engineering difficulties to be 
overcome, especially in the transit 
across the Sierra Madre, that ram- 
part of living rock that has forever 
nted such a forbidding front to 
railroad enterprise.

The Mexican Central Railway has 
received a report regarding the pre- 
liminary test given to the Ebano fuel 
oil. The report states that the test 
was fairly satisfactory, and in case 
later tests are as satisfactory and the 
Central can establish that the of! Is 
a cheaper-fuel than coal, it will be 
installed on all the lines of the Cen- 
tral, which is the biggest railroad in 
the republic, controlling one-third of 
the mileage. The Ebano wells are 
property of Los Angeles people, as 
are sO many other huge enterprises 
in Mexico. The preliminary tests made 
on the Central were made last week 
on the San Luis division. The en- 
gine used in the test was one of the 
company's regular engines that had, 
at a cost of $1000, been fitted to burn 
oll. The Interoceanic Railroad has al- 
ready undertaken to change two of 
its locomotives, give the fuel oil a 
trial, and a trial is expected ‘o 
take place on the Interoceanic Rall- 
way some time about the end of Feb- 
ruary. It seems that the oil found 
at Ebano is found in quantities that 
justify the owners in making con- 
tracts to supply it to the railroads, 
While it is also used in paving streets 
of this city and Guadalajara under 
the contracts of the Mexico City As- 
phalt Paving and Construction Com- 


pany. 

Through traffic agreement entered 
into this week at San Antonio be- 
tween representatives of the Gould 
lines and of the National lines of 
Mexico, passenger rates into this 
country from any point reached by 
the former lines will be proportion- 
ately the same as present rates to 
California, while the stop-over priv- 
ileges and duration of tickets will be 
identical. The combination contem- 
plate a system of special excursions 
twice a week, now prevailing to the 
West, and will assist in advertising 
Mexico with brochures and pamphlets 
similar to those which aided in turn- 
img the tide of tourist travel toward 
California. 

NEW USE FOR ASPHALT. 

For the first time in-the history of 
the world there is a chance for the 
use of asphalt to incase the wires of 
the Mexican Telephone Company, that 
ore to be buried completely in the 
ground instead of lining overhead. J. 
F. Smith has a proposition before the 
company to lay the ducts for the ca- 
bles, and these dycts to be com- 
posed of asphalt, which process Mr. 
Smith states will be the first of its 
kind. The ducta are to be made in 
this city and of Mexican asphalt from 
Ebano, and are to be made in two 
halves—the object being to join to- 
gether the two parts with heated as- 
phalt, making them much stronger 
than if they were in one piece. The 
process has been patented in Mexico 
and in the United States. Vitrified 
brick ducts are also on file in the 
office of T. F. Maguire, the general 
manager of the company, but the ‘best 
duct will be selected for this new 
work. 

The Monterey Iron and Steel Foun- 
dry, a concern capitalized in 810,009. 
000, proposes to make coke. They are 
putting up 120 ovens with capacity 
of from two to five tons every twen- 
ty-four hours, and will then be able 
to furnish the Mexican market with 
coke in competition with the foreign 
article, that now brings $30 a ton. 

The showing in the banks of Mex- 
ico at the close of business December 
31. 1904, was highly satisfactory. The 
total operations of the thirty-two char- 
tered banks in the country for that 
year amounted to $470,189,584.98, as 
against $410,256,683.16 during 1903.

The O’Cener Deon. 

Much regret has been caused in Ire- 
fand by the announcement that The 
O’Conor Don, lineal descendant of King 
Rhoderick O'Connor, the last monarch 
of Ireland, who submityd to King 
Henry II. has resolved to take advan- 
tage of the land act to dispose of his 
estates in County Roscommon, lands 
that have been in the possession of his 
family for some seven hundred years.

‘ehleftains who ey | high in the favor 
of the late Queen Victoria, by whom 
he was created a member of the Privy 
Council and lieutenant for the county 
of Roscommon. Roth he and his wife 
were often invited to dinner by the 
Queen, and on the following day the 
Court Circular would officially an- 
nounce that among the Queen’ „ guests 
had been “The O’Conor Don” “Madam” 

O'Conor. The Irish chieftains who 
have the pronoun “the” prefixed to 
their names invariably have their 
wives addressed as “Madam,” which is 
in this case ar official title, recognized 
as such by the court of Great Britain.

ABOUT APPENDICITIS. 


Dr. Joseph Kidd Gives Some Rules for 
the Prevention of the 
Disease. 


{The ‘Nineteenth Century and After:) 
To prevent appendicitis; (1) not 
neglect chills when heated by exercise, 
especially after games on grass, or 
when much fatigued in mind or body. 
The actual exciting cause in most cases 
is ahill. The bacterial forces are very 
quiescent till the colon is blocked by 
undigested food; then a chill develops 
the peritonitis, to which the inflamed 
appendix adds greater intensity and 
danger to life. 

(2.) Masticate ell, eat slowly, do not 
swallow any food that is not perfectly 
softened by the teeth. Even salads, 
fruit, nuts, almonds, and raisins may 
be taken freely if really well masti- 
coted. In the haste and bustle of city 
life t ie better to take half a meal well 
masticated than to bolt the whole na 
hurry. 

Avoid aperient salts, waters, or 
pills. Far better to let nature do her 
own work, undisturbed by purgatives 
of any sort. The doctor may find it 
necessary to order an aperient for a 
sick „ but the use of the aperient 
ought gradually to cease and not be- 
come a habit. With patience and diet

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ROWTH OF OUR EXPORTS. 

From a statement just issued by 
the Department of Commerce and La- 
hor, it appears that the exports of do- 
Wenne manufactures from the United 
States during the year 1904 exceeded 
$500,000,000, for the first time in the his- 
tory of the country; the exports for 
3903 being 3$421,000,000, and those of 1900 
(the earlier high-record year) being 

Aa interesting comparison is made of 
tne records for 1904 with those of still 
earlier periods, from which it appears 
that the exports of manufactures were 
AS) bat $177,000,000 in 1894, ten years earlier; 
in 1884; $92,000,000 in 1874; 
$40,900,000 in 1864: and $28,000,000 in 1854. 
It thas appears. that the principal 
growth in our exports of manufactures 
has occurred during the past decade; 
the growth during that decade being 
$326,000,000, as compared to $41,000,000 
im the decade from 1884 to 1894, $44,000,- 
098 from 1874 to 1884, $42,000,000 from 
1864 to 1674, and $12,000,000 from 1854 to 
1861. 

The increase of exports during the 
last decade was six times as great az 
the imcrease during any preceding 
decade, and the increase for the closing 
year, 1904, was greater than that of 
=) any other year of the decade. The 
progressive increase of exports during 
the decade from 1894 to 1904, inciusive, 
is shown in the following table: 
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The increase of $81,000,000 in exports 
for 1904 over those for the preceding 
year-—the largest increase in any one 
Calendar year in the history of the coun- 

try—occurred chiefly in iron and steel 

manufactures, copper manufactures, 
vefined mineral oil, and cotton. The in- 
crease in exports of iron and steel over 
5 the preceding year amounted to 28. 
>; £00,000; in copper, $31,000,000; in min- 
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* eral oils, $8,000,000; and in cotton man- 


manufactures of iron gnd steel Are an 
index to the condition of trade in other 
lines of manufacture. The total ex- 
Torts of iron and steel in the year 1904 
amounted to $128,553,613, or more than 
four times in excess of the exports of 
iron and steel in 1894, a decade earlier. 
The value of iron and steel manufac- 
tures exported since 1890 reaches the 
grand total of $1,008,307,466. 

These are stupendous figures. Prob- 
ably no other nation on earth can equal 
the record; certainly ne other nation 
can show a corresponding increase of 
exports, This fact is not very well cal- 
culated to support the free-trade the- 
ory that tariff protection decreases the 
exports of the protected nation. That 
theory, in fact, appears to be pretty 
thoroughly upset by the fact that the 
United States, while maintaining a 
protective tariff probably higher than 
that of any other nation, has also en- 
joyed a greater relative increase of ez. 
ports than any other nation. 


HE CELT IN AMERICA. 


“Custom makes us speak of the great 
Anglo-Saxon nations, but the designa- 
tion altogether loses sight of the Celtic 
strain that has helped so much to their 
greatness. In literature, art and mu- 
sic, in commercial enterprise, in gen- 
eralship and statesmanship, many of 
the foremost names in the so-called 
Anglo-Saxon countries are Celtic, pure 
and simple. Without her Celts of Scot- 
land, Wales and Ireland where would 
Great Britain stand today? The Irish, 
Weish, and Highland Scots have not 
only invaded London and gained lead- 
ing places there in every department 
of haman activity, but they have 
swarmed over the British colonies and 
contributed much to their making. In 
America we have the Celtic element 
strongly represented. It has given us 
hundreds of citizens whore names wil! 
live for ever in our history. Today, 
among our leading men of thought, 
men of action, and men of proud 
achievement, are a surprisingly large 
proportion whose forefathers came 
from humble cabins among the moun- 
tains of Caledonia, Cambria or Erin. 
In the search for a comprehensive 
racial name, it is too bad to class this 
stock as Anglo-Saxon. It has its dis- 
tinctive traits as well as ite numerical 
importance that fully entitle it to 
recognition. But in the laxity of lin- 
guiatic usage or the poverty of apt 
nomenclature we find the Scotchman 
written down as an Englishman, the 
United States of today officially called 
America, our whole population often- 
times dubbed Anglo-Saxon although its 
bloo i contains the corpuscles of a dozen 
other races. It is small matter for sur- 
prise that the preferred Celt rebels 
against the custom, and forms loca! so- 
cieties to preserve the proud traditions 
of his ancestry. Toward this sub-pa- 
triotism of race the whole world feels 
sympathy. 

At a meeting on Friday night of the 
Cambro-American Society of Los An- 
geles the proposal was put forward by 
One of the speakers that a Celtic re- 
union shouli be held during the sum- 
mer in the metropolis of Southern Call- 
fornia. The idew is a happy one, and if 
all menibers of the community who can 
lay claim to Celtic descent assist to- 
wards carrying it out we shall witness 
a notable gathering. The experiment, 
too, will be one of more than local in- 
terest. If such a gathering of the 
clans be held, we shall have concrete 
evidence of what the Celtic race has 
done and is doing for the development 
of the golden Southwest. The rally will 
be n big one, and the Anglo-Saxon will 
be impressed with the fact that he 
neither owns the whole town, nor is 
entitled to give his racial designation 
te the entire community. On the oc- 
casion we may leck for fine oratory, 
for what oratory can match that of the 
eloquent Irishman? We shall have fine 
minstrelsy, for the bards of Wales 
have been famous for centuries, and 
the songs of Scotland and Ireland have 
become the heritage of all nations. Nor 
will hard-headed common sense be 
wanting, for the Highlander has ever 
been to the fore among empire-builders 
on the frontiers of civilization. Scot, 
Irishman and Weil*thman—ail have been 
ubiquitous, and it will be well for us 
to understand just how much their 
presence in our midst has contributed 
to the prosperity that today crowns 
this richly blessed corner of America. 

We have in Los Angeles State soci- 
eties, city societies, university soci- 
eties, national societies. But this racial 
reunion will differ from all of them. 
There will be a commingling of these 
fraternities. The Celt from Illinois wit! 
grasp hands with the Celt from Can- 
ada, New York will be brought close to 
San Francisco, Harvard will forget its 
rivalry with Yale, the Irishman fresh 
from the “auld sod” will learn better. to 
understand his brother Irishman Amer- 
leanised or Anglicized through many 
generations. The crimson thread of 
kinship will run through the whole 
unique gathering. And all will realize. 
both participators and onlookers, that 
the Celt abroad has played a valiant 
part, side by side with the Anglo- 
Saxon, in the up-bulilding of America.

THE WORLD’s ADVIRTISING RECCRD 
BROKEN. 

In October last The Times printed

NTERPRISING PROMOTERS. 

There is a bill, known as Senate 
Bill 184. now before the Legislature, 
empowering boards of supervisors 
throughout the State to levy a tax of 
2 cents on the $100 valuation for the 
purpose of aiding local chambers of 
commerce and boards of trade to carry 
on their work. This refers to incor- 
porated bodies. It would be a good 
proposition if there were not already 
on the statute books provisions for im- 
migration and exposition work that 
cover the same ground. Those unac- 
quainted with the conditions would be 
inclined to favor the bill. 

Now comes the celebrated “Promo- 
tion Committee” of San Frar cisco, of- 
fering a substitute wherein the name 
of Promotion Committee is inserted in 
piace of chambers of commerce, 
winding up with a clause repealing al! 
previous legislation that would conflict 
with this substitute. This would kil! 
all previous legislation. and place the 
money in the hands of the San Fran- 
cisco Promotion Committee, to be 
handled at its pleasure. 

The 


claims that 
passage of such a bill, if carried out, 
would eventually place in the hands 
of the Promotion Committee $300,000 to 
be used as an advertising fund, and to 
be diverted as the committee saw fit, 
leaving the counties now provided with 
an immigration fund for their own use 
at the merey of the committee—or 
rather ite secretary. The secretary of 
the Sacramento. Valley Development 
Association was a member of the Cali- 
fornia Publicity Committee, a branch 
of the Promotion Committee. The in- 


last meeting of the committee, was so 
far-reaching that he resigned and is 
now fighting against the bill. 

As stated, there are plenty of provi- 
sions for securing money through d- 
rect taxation for immigration pur- 
poses, provided the boards of supervi- 
Sars see fit to appropriate it. It is not 
necessary to formulate new laws on 
the subject, especially for the benefit 
of a voluntary organization, whose in- 
terest in promoting the welfare of the 
localities appropriating the money is 
questionable. 

The experience of Southern Califor- 
nia in the past shows that our best 
results are always achieved through 
separate displays and advertisements 
by this part of the State. Our northern 
‘friends may mean all right, but we 
have become rather “leary” in regard 
to wonderful climatic maps showing 
the temperatures of Santa Monica and 
Sacramento to be identical, and thines 
of that kind. For that and other good 
reasons we prefer to paddle our own 
canoe. Judging from reports that come 
from Sacramento, there are other coun- 
ties that think likewise.

NO DISCRIMINATION.: 
Bishop Conaty Says That is All That 
the Catholics Ask of the 

Gevernment. 

{Bishop Conaty makes public the fol- 
lowing statement! 
It is well to remember that formerly 
the Indian Catholic schools, as well as 
other Indian schools, were supported 
by direct appropriations made by Con- 
gress. On the strength of these appro- 
priations and the encouragement given 
by the government to the establish- 
ment schools among the Indians 
many, N not all, of the Catholic schools 
were established, in many cases at 
great expense of buildings and equip- 
ment. When, under the influence of 
the opposition, largely anti-Catholic, to 
the government schools being in charge 
of religious bodies, these appropria- 
tions were gradually withdrawn un- 
til finally all government support 
ceased, there was in the minds of many 
interested in t Catholic schools a 
sense of great Mijestice, but as it was 
a law and the med to be no way 
of reaching a better adjustment of af- 
fairs, these Indian schools established 
by the Catholic church were obliged to 
depend wholly upon the voluntary of- 
ferings of the Catholics in collections 
taken up annually in all the churches. 
Of course, the government appropria- 
tion did not wholly support the schools, 
there were also other revenues from 
individual Catholics and from general 
contributions. But the withdrawal of 
the government appropriation, for a 
time crippled the work of these schools 
and were it not for the munificent gen- 
erosity of Mother Katherine Drexel, 
who has devoted her life and her for- 
tune to the work among the Indians 
and negroes, many of the schools would 
be unable to subsist. some few 
years after the government appropria- 
tion ceased, not one cent of money was 


received, except from the voluntary 
offerings of Catholics. It was found, 
however. that in some tribes there 


were trust finds resulting from the 
sales of lands, and these funds were 
held by the government in the interest 
of the tribes to which they belonged. 
Many of these tribal funds belonging 
to Catholic tribes, their leaders agi- 
tated the question as to their right to 
have appropriations made from these 
funds for the schools of the tribes to 
which the funds belonged. As appears 
in Commissioner Jones's letter pub- 
lished in The Times of yesterday, these 
Indians memorialized Congress for this 
purpose and as a result the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, having charge of 
Indian affairs, appropriated to these 
different tribes that share of their own 
money which it was claimed be 

to them, to be used for the education 
of their children. 

I remember an extended discussion 
over this tribal-fund matter in which 
it was made to appear that the gov- 
ernment was a guardian of the funds 
and should not, in its distribution, 
foree ite own peculiar religious views 
upon the people who wished their 
moneys to be used according to their 
own religious views. It seemed to 
many, even non-Catholics, that these 
Catholic Indian tribes, whose money 
was held in trust by the government, 
should be allowed an appropriation for 
the maintenance of their own schools, 
for their own children, upon their own” 
reservations, and as | understand it, 
this helps to explain the proportion of 
the appropriation which went to the 
tribes which were largely, if not 
wholly, Catholic. 

1 have found in a memorandum 
which I have of seven tribes, that $97,- 
960° were received from the government 
and $46,989 were obtained from the 
(Catholic Indian Bureau and the Mother 
Katherine's contributions. The follow- 
ing are the missions and their locas

So far as our Catholic Indians of 
California are concerned, there is no 
tribal fund from which to expect an 
appropriation and there is therefore no 
contract school obtaining. government

We are citizens, alive to our duties 
of citizenship; we are also Christians

ELECTIONS CALLED TO DECIDE 
ON UNION HIGH SCHOOL. 
— 
Wiseburn, Hyde Park and La Dow 
Make Faces at Thriving Inglewood, 
rie Said—Officer Zeigler and His 
Wife in Each Other's Arms Again. 
Nary Divorce. 


County Superintendent of Schools 
Mark Keppel has callei an election of 
February 21 in Inglewood, Wiseburn, 
Hyde Park and La Dow school dis- 
tricts, for the purpose of determining 
whether these districts will join to- 
gether as a union high school district. 

While it ts conceded that a high 
school will be very advantageous to 
these several districts, there is some 
jealousy regarding Inglewood, the 
growing little town where probably the 
high school would be established. It is 
not believed, however, that this feeling 
will develop sufficiently to affect im- 
portantly the result at the election. 
Next Saturday morning there will be 
a petition presented to the County 
Board of Education asking for the di- 
vision of the Fruitland school district. 
There will probably be an exciting 
time when the two factions favoring 
and opposing the proposition appear 
and speak their pieces. 

To the outsider the Metrict could be 
divided without causing any difficulty 
er friction, but the amour propre of 
some parties closely concerned has to 
be considered. In reality there are two 
settlements in the school district— 
Fruitiand and Bell. These places are 
separated from each other by an ar- 
royo that has never been settied and 
probably never will be. In each set- 
tlement the population is about the 
same, each has a schoolhouse with two 
teachers, and there is no strong reason 
why the district should not be divided 
and each take its own school. Both 
settlements are in a rich district and in 
that regard are also on an equal foot- 
ing, and the only thing to overcome is 
the opposition of the faction that is 
fighting for no reason that anybody 
knows and that may or may not be 
divulged next Saturday.

PROTESTS IN ALTADENA. 

A renewal of the fight for the incor- 
poration of Altadena as a city of the 
sixth class is to come before the Board 
cf Supervisors on the 13th inst. The 
plan hag been presented before to the 
beard, but failed of favorable action. 
The reason given a year ago was that 
tnere Were not enough inhabitants 
within the boundaries of the proposed 

incorporation. 

The present hearing is to be held on 
& petition that was filed with the Su- 
pervisors last December. Internal op- 
position to the plan has developed and 
est fight is expected before the 


Fifty persons have signed the peti- 
tion requesting incorporation, while 
thirty-one names are attached to a pe- 
tition protesting against the bounda- 
ties proposed in the original petition. 
A second petition of protest, bearing 
thirty-four names, also has been died. 

The first protesting petition is that 
of L. A. Giddings, who directs the 
cemetery ‘corporation that has exten- 
tive holdings on the edge of Altadena. 
Giddings has a following that is with 
him in the fight to have a change made 
in the boundaries. It is believed efforts 
will be made by these persons to have 
the boundaries so circumscribed as to 
make incorporation impossible because 
of the small population that would be 
left in the district as then mapped out. 

The boundaries of the first objecting 
district are Lincoln avenue on the east, 
the city limite on the south, and the 
government reservation on the north. 
The second district wherein property 
owners object to incorporation is 
bounded on the east by Marengo ave- 
nue, On the south ty Montana street, 
and on the north by Ventura street 
and 300 feet north of Alameda street. 

In the event that a especial election be 
called and the people of Altadena pass 
favorably on the measure, the new mu- 
nicipality will not be in a position to 
inaugurate the city machinery before 
the firet Monday in March, when the 
tax assessments are made by the 
County Assessor.

TRAVELERS. | 


“The day of rain in Southern Callfor- 
nia is indeed an uncertain one, mused 
K. T. Bescott at the Hollenbeck last 
evening. Mr. Bescott is a pioneer of 
the earliest days, and though he has 
been absent in the tobacco flelds of 
Mexico for nearly twenty years, he 
still retaina keen memories of the 
early days. 

“I remember an instance where a 
whole household was cut off from the 
outside world for a week, where a 
horse was drowned almost in its stable, 
where crops were torn bodily from the 
earth. and rich alluvial streams poured 
a dark torrent into the ocean for 
weeks,” continued Mr. Bescott. Those 
years were largely a matter of guens- 
work as far as the agriculturalist was 
concerned. Irrigation was entirely un- 
developed, ar the amount of water 
that went to waste was shameful, 

“Some old fogies insist that it for- 
merly rained more than now, and that 
every year the water fall all through 
the southern end of the State appar- 
ently diminishes. There's nothing to 
talk of that kind; theres more water 
saved each year, and naturally less 
runs down the arroyos in picturesque 
but useless cataracts. 

“The whole spirit of the present-day 
irrigation movement was embodied in 
the hearts and minds of the old mission 
fathers, but they had no means of en- 
forcing their exhortations and the Mex- 
icans were too lazy to take advantage 
of these commercial hints. 

“I remember old Father Philip of 
San Lais Rey in the years gone by. He 
came from the Ayon family in Spain, 
and was a man intelligent, provident 
and inventive. Forty years ago he had 
outlined a scheme which would have 
made of the whole San Luis Rey Val- 
ley a blooming plain, but the people to 
whom he expounded his energetic 
views merely smiled. and took another 
siesta. In the meantime, the gringo 
came in, and among other magnificent 
Spanish principalities which finally 
went the way of his conquest was the 
magnificent Santa Margarita ranch, 
with ite thousands of acres of possi- 
bilities.” 


Edward C.

lature and publisher of a newspaper at 
Newport, N. H.. is in Los Angeles for 
the winter. He has traveled over a 
good part of Southern California’ and 
is impressed so favorably with the

“There is one thing in connection 
with these heavy storms that seem 
with these heavy storms that seems 
lack of preparation on the part of Los 
Angeles to carry away the floods from 
the business district. The storm drains 
seem to be too small. This is due, I 
presume, to the fact that only an ex- 
tremely large drain could carry off the 
water, and that its expense would be 
great at the ouset. 

“Tt would seem to be a simple mat- 
ter, though, to prevent the accumula- 
tion of mud and sand down town by 
paving the few blocks of hilly streets 
on the west and north sides of the 
business district. The expense would 
be comparatively small and would seem 
to be justified by the results that 
would be attained. With those streets 
paved it seems to me there would be an 
end of the continual washing down of 
sand that clogs the drain openings and 
causes street flooding and the littering

Grunting porkers of all sizes, shapes 
and varying degrees of fatness, num- 
bering over 300 and representing many 
a good dollar, are there to welcome 
the casual visitor with a fiendish med- 
ley of squeaks, squeals and Sther ap- 
peals for a scuttle of swill. 

The woman who owns them all is 
never far from her porcine pets, and a 
casual stroll through the pig city is 
sure to discover her—a fat, biue-eyed, 
cheerful morsel of humanity with a 
smile that won't come off—and not 
such a small morsel, either. She al- 
ways has been to talk aBout the un- 
romantic pig business. : 

“Yes, I like to raise pigs. Pig rais- 
ing is mot pretty, but there's a good 
profit in it. | 

“Some people have been making lots 


of trouble for us poor folks down here 


by the river lately, and there's no 
denying that in many cases all that's 
been sald about it in the papers is 
right, but you can’t raise pigs in a 
parlor and one must never forget that. 
“I try to keep my pigs as clean as I 
can, because I believe they thrive bet- 
ter that way. Some people don’t 
think as I do, though, and that is why 
the business has been given such aw- 
ful write-ups, I suppose. Well, the 
innocent always have to suffer with 
the gullty.

Mrs. Waverly superintends her ranch 
and does a great deal of the work on 
it herself, though not all. She finds 
the occupation a most healthful one, 
and says the idea of it is all right after 
one geis used to it.

But what 
kind of a contract can it be that is 
obligatory only upon the one who pays 
the bills and assumes all the responsi- 
bility? Mostofthe contracts between 
employers and unions are illegal, 
monopolistic and have been secured 
under deress; yet union bitterness is 
never more aroused than when an 
employer recovers himself and repu- 
diates a contract which has been 
foreed from him by high-hand meth- 
ods and which no honest judge in the 
land would uphold. The unionists 
set up a howl when they are not per- 
mitted to work on their own terms 
and the emplofer refuses to be long- 
er made a party to the exclusion of 
independent workmen.

Strikes have not only become 
too expensve for dwindling union re 
sources, but unprofitable in every 
way; nothing is more unpopular 
among the majority of the working

GRAND JURY.

Laborites Come to the Rescue 
of Public Graft. 
Schmitz Involved in Theater 
Investigation. 


Peculating Bleily Gets Off to 
Save Others. | 


[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 3.—The Cal- 
ifornia State Federation of Labor has 
come out boldly in favor of graft and 
criminal official negligence. It is 
sending out over the city printed pro- 
tests against the action of the grand 
jury in the matter of cheap theaters 
which are being run in violation of 
city ordinances, end which are backed 
by the so-called “Labor Administra- 
tion.” 


The action of the State Federation 
of Labor, of which the malodorous 
Harry Knox is presiden’, is simply aa 
effort on the patr of this organization 
to hold up the hands of the grafting 
ringsters of the city administra ion, 
in their effort to thwart the work of 
the present grand jury. Never since 
the famous Wallace grand jury, many 
years ago, has San Francisco had an 
inquisitorial boay whicn devoted itself 
to going to the heart of things in 
the Shape of graft, as this grand lire 
is doing. It has been investigating 
the pet schemes of Mayor S -hiaitz, and 
Abe Ruel, and m its efforts to bring 
law-breakers to justice it has been ob- 
structed by every method known to 
the grafters who fatten off the com- 
munity. 

Even the Superior Court judges have 
stopped to obey the behests of the 
administration, and gone so far as to 
issue an injunction forbidding the 
grand jury to proceed with its raids 
on disreputable dens which are being 
run under the protection of the ad- 
ministration. 

A dozen or more lQ-cent theaters 
are running in full blast in San Frau- 
cisco, and none of them has a license 
issued in the regular way. They are 
all running in defiance of the exis:- 
ing ordinances regarding construction, 
oak protection, and exits. They have 


license by the regularly 
constituted officials of the city, but 
under orders from Board of Works 


The former grand jury began an in- 
vestigation and succeeded in uncover- 
ing the fact that city officials and 
their especial friends had grafted large 
blocks of stock in the theaters before 
they were permitted to proceed. 

„ QUICKLY HUSHED UP. 

But that grand jury had the taint 
which has been hanging over San 
Francisco ever since the labor ad- 
ministration took charge. The investi- 
gation was brought to a termination 
so suddenly that it jarred everybody. 
It was given out that nothing could 
be found incriminating anybody. 
The farce ended by the matter being 
dropped from the files of the grand 


jury. 

But San Frageisco now has a jury 
which seems determined to get to the 
bottom of things, and one of the first 
moves made by the new inguisition 
was to look into the cheap theater 
permits. The grand jury has a mass 
of evidence that will undoubtedly 
reach far beyond the men who ere 
running the theaters. It was proved 
beyond a dowbt that ‘blocks of stock 
were used to grease the official wheels 
of the edministration, and that the 
violations of charter and ordinance 
were connived at by the men who 
should have been first to make ar- 
rests. 

Now the executive committee of the 
State Labor Council, composed of 
Harry Knox and his especially ap- 
— satellites, has adopted reso- 

tions denouncing the grand jury be- 
cause t has taken up the matter of 
cheap theaters. The resolutions com- 
ment on the fact that the thea:crs 
which the grand jury is investigating 
a.. the ones patronized by the labor- 

men and their families. 

he truth of the matter ts, the ad- 
minictration has induced Knox and 
his gang to come to the deferse of 
the grafters at the expense of the 
laboring men and their families who 
patronibe the cheap theaters. The 
places are notoriously upfit for the pur- 
pose for which they are used, and ev- 
ery audience that goes into one of 
them does so at the danger of their 
lives and limbs. Not one of these 
places of amusement is built accord- 
ing to regulations for protection 
against fire, and should a catastrophe 
occur it would mean the loss of many 
lives. Yet the State Labor Council 
paces the lives of its own people in 
jeopardy because the Schmitz régime 
does not want any part of the graft 
interfered witb. 
SURFACE AND UNDER SURFACE.

donations to the “striking” leather 
workers. 


The truth of the situation is, the 
Leather Workers’ Union went on strike 
ten months ago because the proprietors 
of the shops refused to turn over their 
business to the employés. The strike 
was abortive from the Start, for the 
manufacturing leather men preferred 
to close down their places of business, 
and go announced. The strikers held 
out for about two weeks and then 
crawled back and went to work as non- 
union men. The Inetigators of the 
strike, who are well-known agitators 
and who were doing little or no work, 
did not get their jobs back, and in 
order to live they were compelled to 
keep up the semblance of a strike. 
They employed pickets and patrolled 


' the streets in front of the boycotted 


leather shops, and at times created 
much disturbance. 
Then the courts intervened and 18- 


sued injunctions which sent the pickets 


and boycotters from the streets. New 
tactics were used end the half dozen 
agitators began a series of visits to 
the variors unions begging for ald for 
tue “strik.ng Leather Workers Un- 
ion.” The donations were not large, 
but sufficient to keep the beggars liv- 
ing in better style than could be 


Possible if they were working. When 
the regular time came around for the 


election of officers a meeting was held 
and the old “officers” elected by a 
unanimous vote, and they decided to 
continue the “strike” which was pro- 
gressing favorably. But it is about 
ended, for the other unions are on to 
them and they will probably receive 
no more alms. 
STEALING AS A FINE ART. 

The Barber’s Union furnishes the 
latest and most notorious example of 
how stealing may be done and con- 
doned without the guilty man losing 
his standing in the union. 

Joseph Bleily, secretary of the local 
Barber's Union was elected to the re- 

sible position after Less went to 
exas, with the funds of the organiza- 
tion. Bileily followed the example of 
Less in looting the treasury, as re- 
corded in former letters. 

The union put an expert on Bleily’s 
books and found that $300 had been 
paid in but did not appear on any of 
the pages given for examination. There 
were also certain discrepancies. in 
other amounts entered. The secre- 
tary was also charged with having 
pocketed money given him to make 
payments. with. Bleily was tried by 
the union and found gufity, but was 
kept in good standing on his promise 
to make restitution. His promise was 
accepted andafterafarcical perfor m- 
ance, Bipily was restored to his po- 
sition as secretary. 

But Blelly was long on promises 
and short on payment, and another 
trial was held at which it wes de- 
veloped that instead of the secretary 
having refunded tne money taken he 
had increased his “indebtedness” to 
the union. New charges were brought 
against him and the executive com- 
mittee, to which the matter was re- 
ferred, found him guilty of the new 
and also the old charges, and he was 
held for trial before union. But 
this trial, as the former one, was & 
peculiar one, and the secretary wea 
exonerated by the union. It is said 
that the same argument was used in 
the matter as was found so power- 
ful when Less was brought back from 
Texas and permitted to go free. Less, 
at that time, said the union did not 
dare try him or have him arrested, 
for there were teo many people high 
up who would be hurt if he told all 
he knew. It is believed that Bleily, 
too, knows too much about others 
high up in the union and they can- 
not afford to let him be punished for 
his misdeeds. )

THE LABOR COUNCIL DOES SOME 
“PROMOTING.” 
— — — 

Sending Circulars Broadcast in the 
East Telling of Terrible Conditions 
Which Prevail in California and 
Advising Men te Stay Away—A 
Legislative Biacklist. 


— 


OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 3.—The 
San Francisco Labor Council is out 
with another bunco game in order to 
prevent the population of California 
from increasing. It has been fight- 
ing vigorously for some time against 
the efforts of the California Promotion 
Committee and the railroad compan- 
les to bring more people to the 
Coast, dut the energies expended 
along these lines have not sufficed to 
stop the tide which seems to be set- 
ting toward the Pacific Ocean. 

The Labor Council, in order to 
keep back those who wish to leave 
the cold and forbidding East for the 
sunny shores of California, has es- 
tablished a bureau of promotion and 
promulgation, whose is just the 
opposite of that of e California 
Promotion Committee. The Labor 
Council committee has employed a lot 
of people who address letters and 
circulars to all parts of the East, to 
unions and to individuals, telling them 
of the terrible conditions which 
vall in California. 

Every item that would induce a 
person to remain away is magnified 
until it would never be recognized on 
the Coast, and the climate is espe 
clally worked against the State. 
Drouth and disaster from flood go 
hand in hand, while the high winds 
are coupled with stagnant atmosphere 
which breeds pestilence. The ex 
ploded bubonic plague scare which 
was foisted on the nation several 
years ago has deen revived, and, to 
crown all, the contemplated traveler 
from the East is told that labor con- 
ditions are terrible here on account 
of the competition of cheap labor from 
China and Japan. 

The most em circular sent out 
by this misinformation con- 
tains the ement that the labor 
market of the Coast is already over- 
crowded and that if others come here 
expecting to make a living they will 
face starvation or else put them- 
selves on a par with the rice-eating 
and opium-smoking Mongoltans. 

The circular winds up with the 
paragraph: 

“Stay away from California and 

e Pacific Coast States; thousands 
‘ef men here are out of employ- 


ment.”

UNIONSGOING 
OUT OF EXISTENCE. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPOND ENCE OF THE TIMES.} 


AN FRANCISCO, Feb. 3.—In my 

recent letters I have spoken of 

the fact that numerous unions 
are going out of existence, and that 
others have become so insignificant 
that they hold their meetings only 
semi-occasionally. The most recent 
example of unions being condensed 
comes from ‘the report that the three 
unions connected with the manufac- 
ture of wagons and carriages, have 
been consolidated. A year ago the 
three most prosperous unions in San 
Francisco were the Carriage and 
Wagon Woodworkers’ Union, the Car- 
riage and Wagon Biacksmiths’ Union 
and the Carriage and Wagon Painters’ 
Union. They were so strong that 
either one of them could tie up the 
carriage and wagon-making industry, 
and when either union made demands 
of the employers the demand was im- 
mediately granted, and then the other 
unions followed with demands on 
their own account. 

But things are changed now. There 
were many members of these three 
unions who had little to do with im- 
proved conditions, and whose increase 
of pay went into the pockets of the 
men who were running things. Dues 
were excessive, and strike benefits 
were called for with such regularity 
that extra wages meant really less 
money. With the coming of the open 
shop came a change of heart on the 
— of many members of these un- 
ons, and they declined to be bled for 
the benefit of the idlers.

The blacklist is sent out for the 
purpose, ostensibly, of making the 
people of the State believe that cer- 
tain legislators are derelict in their 
duty, and the effort is made to have 
the voters believe that their member 
is 4 man to be kept at home in fu- 
ture. 

If there were any merit in this list 
so far as the labor unions are con- 
cerned, it could readily be understood 
as a labor union proposition, but 
the fact is that any personal griev- 
ance of the lobby against a member 
is tagen out by placing the offending 
members name on the blacklist. In 
one instance it is said that a member 
of the Legislature compelled a mem- 
ber of the labor lobby to pay a widow 
a board dill, and in revenge for this 
that members name was at once 
placed on the list of those whom the 
voters should not send back to the 
Legislature. 

Another instance is told where a 
certain member of the Senate de- 
elined to vote for the appointment of 
a notoriously unfit man for a position 
on the Senate patronage list. The 
man against whom the Senator voted 
was a special friend of a member of 
the labor lobby and the Senator's 
name is to be found on the list which 
is sent out by the Labor Counell to 
influence voters. 


IABILITY 
ACT NEEDED. 


ONE THAT WILL MAKE EMPLOY- 
EES ACCOUNTABLE. 


— — 


Ne Act Can Too Strongly Ap- 
ply to Them When They Put Their 
Interests In the Hands of Those 
Who Fatten on Trouble—Would Put 
End to Brute Force. 


One of the ‘proclaimed purposes of 
the American Federation of Labor, re- 
cently in session at San Francisco, is 
to obtain a “stronger employers’ Ha- 
bility act, says the Brooklyn Eagle. 
This should have been eccompanied by 
a bill of particulars. Employers are 
now expected to pay for service ren- 
dered—no pay, no service. Also, they 
can be called into court when they fall 
to settle up. They are, furthermore, 
required to‘take certain precautions, 
not only with the safety of life and 
limb in view, but looking to the pres- 
ervation of the health of those who 
work for them. Otherwise, trouble 
will ensue. In a vast majority of cases. 
they invest that which can be seized 
and converted into cash, so that ac- 
ecountability is likely to be costly, 
whenever and wherever a cage can be 
established against them. In other 
words, the statute books of every State 
in the Union bristle with employers’ 
liability acts, most of them as strong 
as language can make them. It is 
different with the employé. More es- 
pecially is it different with the em- 
ployé who is subject to the caprice of 
a walking delegate.

Just whether or no such « vogue really 
does exist it ie difficult to say. We are 
led to believe that it does because of 
the great number of works of this type 
being published, though we do not re- 
member ever having seen anyone read 
one. 

Why anyone should buy one of these 
books not easily explained. Their 
intrinsic worth ig generally small. 
Their contents are very brief, this per- 
haps on the 5 tion that, since 
brevity is the soul of wit, brevity may 
he by the unthinking for wit. 
But on the whole our newspapers pub- 
lish each day very considerable matter 
of this Glass that is vastly superior to 
much of the writings that find their 
"ay into book form. “My Little Book 
of Prayer.” by Muriel Strode, some- 
whet above the average of its class, is 
of not a little excellence. Most of ite 
matter is very meritorious indeed, and 
but little of it is only moderately good, 
The make-up of the book is very at- 
tractive.

ANOTHER MEANS OF DEVELOPMENT. 

ET another streak of steel has been drawn across 

the western half of the continent, binding the 

Southwest with the Middle States and the Hastern 
States beyond by an additional bond, of common in- 
terests. Up to now it has been a long way round from 
Salt Lake City to Los Angeles. Henceforth, by the 
newly-completed Salt Lake, Los Angeles and San Pedro 
Rallway, traffic will come and go almost in a direct line. 
But the value of the enterprise is not to be measured 
merely by the improvement it will effect in existing 
conditions. Such a railway becomes creative from the 
commercial point of view. It opens up lands to set- 
tlement, starts diverse industries all along the route, 
expands the demand for commodities of every kind. 
The two important termina) cities will find a new outlet 
for their products and manufactures, a new field of 
activity for their enterprising sons, a new area for the 
employment of capital by those who prefer the excite- 
ment and the big profits of pioneer work to hum-drum 
investment in gilt-edged securities. 

At this time of writing the potential wealth of 
up-to-now forbidden wastes cannot be estimated. 
American desert has developed the trick, when put 
the test, of belying its name. On the California 
we have the Coachella Valley gushing with artesian 
water and producing cantaloupes by the trainload, we 
have the vast Imperial domain clothed with Kaffir corn 
and other food crops in which the fattening cattle stand 
shoulder high, we have the fifty square miles of orange 
groves at Riverside sending forth their golden harvest 
for all the world. Yet all three tracts, merely illus- 
trative examples of what reclamation can accomplish 
in the Far West, were up to a few years ago marked 
as desert on the map, and in actual fact were left 
abandoned during long years to sage brush and jack 
rabbits. 

That the story will repeat itself in the wilderness 
now pierced by the Salt Lake Raliroad is certain. If 
God made dry places on the earth, he devised ways for 
the storage of available water. Underground lakes and 
disappearing rivers are simply Nature's own provision 
for preventing evaporation and saving the precious 
fluid. in mid-Australia, on the New South Wales or 
eastern side, on lands just as desolate and forbidding 
as the Mojave, they have gone down for water 3000 
feet and more, and got gushing wells to reward their 
enterprise and turn the waste into smiling farm lands. 
In the same island continent, on the western side, they 
discovered so rich a gold field, Kalgurli, that it has 


paid to construct 4 twelvye-inch pipe line whereby by 


water for milling and domestic purposes is chnveyed 
a distance of close on 400 miles. With these lessons of 
enterprise before us, who can set limits to the schemes 
whereby the agricuitural and mining wealth of the 
great new domain now at last thrown open will be de- 
veloped? In the past the United States has been fully 
occupied in bringing into profitable bearing her lands 
ef proved richness. But now that she is vigorously 
tackling her so-called deserts, the first results achieved 
already indicaie that locked up in these grim solitudes 
is still further wealth, exceeding the wildest dreams of 
avarice, and needing only courage and gQerseverance, 
brains and capital, for its wisning. 

But a new railway is not merely a material gain. It 
establishes a new bond of sympathy and understanding 
between groups of fellow-citizens hitherto kept widely 
apart. While the good folks of Salt Lake City will be 
trooping down for a midwinter dip in the Pacific, we 
of Los Angeles will be planning a trip in the spring or 
the fall just to test the rival attractions of a bath in 
their inland saline sea Once visits are exchanged, the 
barriers of isolation are cast down forever. Newspapers 
are read with a different interest; we have been there; 
the news from far away is now included in our local 
news; columns are scanned that were previously 
skipped; a true feeling of fraternity is established. And 
so the bonds of union are knit closer and closer, State 
is drawn to State, town to town. From Los Angeles we 
proffer a bearty hand grip to our sister city of Salt

The Panama Canal. 


The conversation here turned to the Panama Canal, 
and I asked Secretary Taft to tell me something of his 
recent visits there. He replied: 

“f am not an engineer, and I cannot estimate the work 
from any such standpoint. I went down to learn some- 
thing about. the situation, in order that I might know 
the lay of the land and thereby understand such reports 
as might be sent to the department from time to time.” 
| “What did you find?’ : 

“In brief,” replied the Secretary of War, “there are 
about ¢wenty miles that involve the same problems as 
the Suez Canal, being simply the dredging out of mud 
end earth and preparing the ditch as a water highway. 
Most of this has already been done, and little more is 
now needed but to take out the silt. Then there are per- 
haps about fifteen miles where the work is much the 
tame as that of the Chicago drainage canal. This can 
be excavated and the rock and dirt piled on the banks 
of the canal. In addition, there is also the Culebra cut, 
which is, I should say, about ten miles long and 160 feet 
deep and 125 feet or more wide. It is there that will be 
the great work of the canal, the work that will take a 
vast deal of time and money. Here the excavated mate 
rial cannot be left on the banks. It will have to be car- 
ried away on the cars for ten or twelve miles, and so 
much has to be done within a short space that it must 
take a long time.” | 


Twenty Vears and $250,000,000. 


“Did you figure on how long it will require to build the 
canal and what it wald cost? 

“I repeat that I am not an engineer, and I cannot speak 
with any authority from that standpoint. The French, 
who were working upon a sea-level canal, after they had 
spent $50,000,000, estimated that it would take $250,000,- 
000 more to complete it. They put the time at twenty 
years. Engineer Wallace tells me they were not far out 
of the way.” 

“But do you think, Mr. Secretary, that a sea-level canal 
is preferable to a lock canal?“ 

“I do not know. That is for the engineers to deter- 
mine. The canal is to be for all time, and it may be bet- 
ter to spend more money and more time to build the best 
canal for all time.” 

“Is there any doutt that the canal can be baili?” 

“I think not. As far as I can learn the problems con- 
nected with it, while intricate and great, are all withia 
the possibilities of modern engineering. The work will 
of course require the best of engineers, and also men of 
ability along such lines, who can organize the work and 
handle the men. Indeed, the problems are largely those 
of executive organization.”

MOVING A HOUSE BY WATER. 
A few months ago, we described the lifting of a large 
brick mansion 160 feet up the face of the steep cliffs that 
border the Allegheny River, near Pittsburgh. Another 
remarkable feat of engineering is the removal of a large 
two-story brick building, sixty years old, weighing over 


a suburb of Pittsburgh, to Allegheny, a distance of nearly 
four miles. This in itself is a very clever piece of work; 
but to make it all the more wonderful, most of the work 
was performed u the water. 3 


From the moment the house was lifted until u was 
placed upon its new foundation there arose one compll- 
cation after another. The long stretch of ground lying 
between it and the river was of such a soft, marehy na- 
ture, apparently without bottom, that the building was 
constantly in danger of collapsing; but even when these 


shore of the river, a severe flood rose, surrounding the 
house to a depth half way to the second story, and plac- 
ing it in midstream. In order to prevent it from being 
washed away, the blocking and rollers had to be weighted 
down with immense beams and steel rails. The rush- 
ing waters abating sufficiently, the house was moved and 
lowered upon a large coal barge. This being done, and 
every¢hing made ready, it was gradually towed down the 
Allegheny River, but, due te the four low bridges be- 
tween it and its destination, the barge had to be scut- 
tied before passing each bridge, the water being pumped 
out afterward. To add to the excitement, it had to be 
lowered through a lock: and even when the river trip 
was completed, three tracks of the Buffalo, Rochester and 
Pittsburgh Railroad hed to be crossed within thirty 
minutes.—[Scientific American.

“A friend of mine who was on good terms with the 
warden of the State penitentiary took me to that in- 
stitation on a Sunday afternoon, and there I saw all 
the convicts, numbering several hundred, assembied in 
the long dining-room of the structure, playing poker, 
seven-up, monte, faro and nearly all the gambling 
games known to western sports. Don't think for a 
minute that these men were merely playing for fun; 
they were betting chips which stood for sure-enough 
money, and the play was just as serious and as much 
on the level as though it were taking place in a regular 
gambling establishment. 


“This gambling, my friend told me, was never allowed 
on any other day but Sunday, the idea being that as 
the State laws licensed it, there was no valid objection 
to the inmates of the prison engaging therein. Every 
con vit was issued checks showing how much cash there 
was to his credit, and if he chose to lose these checks 
representing his money at cards, it was his own affair.

CLIMATE OF PANAMA. 

There is a widespread belief that the climate of Pan- 
ama is so fata) that the consiruction of the n 
only be accomplished at an enormous sacrifice of human 
life. Both malaria and yellow fever may be said to be 
today practically under control, and those are the two 
diseases which are most to be dreaded when the great 
consirecition .camps are assembled and work is in full 
wing throughout the whole length of the canal. Ac- 
cording to Gen. Abbott, the records of the hospital of 
the old Panama Canal Company show that the total 
death rate among fhe laborers wa far less than is com- 
monly supposed, being, in fact, from forty-four to sixty- 
seven a thousand. 


It seems, moreover, that the rainfall has been the 
subject of as gross exaggeration as the diseases. It ¥a- 
ries from 130 inches on the Atlantic to sixty-five inches 
on the Pacific, a record that can be duplicated in the 
United States, where the average rainfall on the At- 
lantic Coast ic about fifty inches and the fall on por- 
tions of the Pacific Coast compares in total precipitation 
with that of the Atlantic terminus of the canal. Fur- 
thermore, it will be news to many residents of our more 
northerly latitude to jearn that the temperature ranges 
at Panama from 70 degs. to 85 degs. Fahr., and that it is 
very rarely that the thermometer reaches the high tem- 
perature which is experienced when a hot wave passes 
over the United Staies.—[Scientific American. 


Resemble the Cactus. , 


Soun INTERESTING PLANTS AND 


THEIR FAMILY RELATIONS. 
By a Special Contributor. 
T would take an active imagination to find a resem- 
| blance between the pulpy, prickly, leafless plants of 
our American desert regions, members of the cactus 
family, and the gorgeous, flaming poinsettias which beau- 
tify the grounds of so many homes in the sunny South- 
west. Nevertheless, certain members of the genus 
euphorbia, to which the poinsettia belongs, have been 
frequently mistaken for cacti, and even expert botanists 
have mixed the two families in classification. While 
there are a number of plants of other families which 
bear some resemblance to the cactus, the genus euphor- 
bia furnishes by far the greatest number and che closest 
resemblances. 
The cactus is native only in America and its outlying 
islands. The euphorbias are found in nearly every coun- 
tr. on earth, especially in the warmer zones. Many of 


the species are habitants of the desert and arid regions, 
thus imitating the cactus in their habits. In Africa are 
found some of the most striking imitations of the cac- 
tus, and because of the closeness in appearance some 
botanical works still in use tell us that the cactus is a 
native of Africa as well as of America. 


As a matter of fact, notwithstanding the remarkable 
resemblance which some of the plants bear to the cac- 
tus, there are not two families more widely separated 
than the Euphorbiaceae and the Cactaceae. 
However much it may puzzle (he botanist to place 
these mimicking plants in their right class, when the 
specimens burst into bloom the problem is solved, for 
there are péculiarities in the blossoms which at once in- 
form him as to what family and what genus the plants 
belong, for all plants of the genus are characterized by a 
single pedicellate-pistillate flower, having a ¢hree-celled 
and three-seeded ovary, minus the floral envelopes, or 
with minute calyx surrounded by numerous staminate 
flowers consisting of a single stamen, all included in a 
cup-shaped calyx-like involucre. The whole is liable to 
be mistaken for a single flower. 

At the Cape of Good Hope is found, growing among the 
rocks of the rugged coast, a species of euphorbia which 
closely resembles some of the varieties of cactus grouped 
under the genus cereus. The stems, angular and spiny, 
are jointed and branching, the substance green and pulpy, 
and it is only after seeing the plant in blossom that the 
most skilled botanist could tell it from a member of the 
cactus family. 

Another interesting member of the genus, found also 
in Africa, is the Euphorbia grandicomis, which might 
readily be classified as an opuntia if judged by its ap- 
pearance. It is succulent, with flat, irregular, leaf-like 
stems, In joints or sections. The edges of the stems 
bristle with sharp spines similar to those of the cactus. 
It is hard to believe, when gazing at the plant, that ne- 
ture has made 80 close an imitation and that it is not 
actually of the cacius family. The blossom, however, 
dispels the illusion and stamps the plant as a euphorbia. 
bia. 

A very pretty legend is attached to the Euphorbia 
splendens, a variety found in the Holy Land and native 
also of Madagascar. The plant is known by the popu- 
lar name of the “crown of thorns.” It is a shrub with 
stems three to four feet long and one-half to one inch 
in thickness, plentifully studded with stout, sharp spines 
nearly an inch in length. The branches, winding in 
their nature, are not numerous, and the leaves are scai- 
tering. They are obovate, thin and of a bright green 
tint, about one-half inch long Involucres in long-ped- 
incled dichotomous cymes, near the ends of the branches, 


each closely subtended by two broadly ovate bright-red ö 


bracts. The flower is a tiny blood-red, 
som. The plant is a perpetual bloomer.

Thus it can be seen that work of this character cannot 
be expected to yield immediate returns. Permanent im- 
provement can come only through the most careful and 
systematic work conducted through a series of years. 

This is, in general outline, the plan to be followéd in 
trying out new varieties for the improvement of wheat 
in California. 

The development of new varieties by crossing followed 
by selection has some features not included in the above 
outline, where selection alone is depended upon. In the 
latter method etocks for crossing varieties are first se- 
cured and introduced into the wheat nursery from bulk 
seed, and subjected to rigid selection for a short period, 
so as to secure from these the very best individual 
plants for parents of the crosses, so chat time may not 
be lost upon weak varieties, nor on weak individuals of 
good varieties.

From some of the largest apikelets all che florets are re- 
movd except a few of the strongest ones. The work has 
to be done very carefully just before the florets are ready 
to bloom in order to prevent self-fertilization. When all 
the spikelets excegé a few in the center of the spike are 
removed, the small florets in the center of these are 
also clipped off by means of dissecting scissors, leaving 
only a dozen or so of the stronger florets of the several 
spikelets. From every one of these flowers all the an- 
thers are removed very carefully by means of tweezers, 80 
that no pollen may be left within the floral envelope. The 
anthers having been removed, the spike.is now covered 
with tissue paper, tied loosely above and below, to pre- 
vent the entrance of foreign pollen. Pollen from the 
plant selected for thé male parent is secured by select- 
ing anthers which are ripe, as shown by their yellow 
color, and by the ease with which the pollen separates 
itself when the sacs are broken.

Dairying and general farming should 
and will make inroads upon wheat raising as a singh 
farm crop, yet the wheat crop will always be an impor 
tant factor. The present average yield is too low, and 
the enterprising grower wants more. Better seed ant 
better preparation for the crop will produce the desired 
result, at least much improve the present conditions 
The miller wants the wheat of higher gluten quality. 
The selection of the right kind of seed and planting it in 
the right localities will much improve the industry is 
this direction. | 

The time has passed when farming can be considered 
as an expenditure of individual energy. It demands the

Trip to the Ruined City of Amarapura. 

A trip to Mandalay always means a visit to the ruined 
city of Amarapura, one of the former capitals of Upper 
Burmah, which can de reached in an easy hour's drive. 

The drive is full of interest, for as you pass along the 
shady roais you see the Burmese sitting in their veran- 
das engaged in all the trades which belong to the country 
— here a group of women weaving the rich silken paso or 
waist cloth for the men, or the <orgeous tamein or skirt 
for the Siris; there some elderly expert putting the fin- 
ishing touches to a beautiful tamansah oht, as the Bur- 
mese call the lacquer trays on which food is carried to 
the monasteries and pagodas, or again it is an affair. of 
preparing a jar of nga-pee, the odoriferous ealted Osh in 
which the sou! of the Burman delights. 

As you approach Amarapura the country is covered 
with ruined pagodas, by tens, by scores, by hundreds, in 
every stage of decay. Some are little better than a heap 


neglect from a mere weather-beaten disorder to broken 
spires and jungle-covered courtyards. 

Amarapura itself is simply a city of ruined pagodas 
hidden in the dense brushwood which grows up so rap- 
idly in a sub-tropical climate. All these pagodas were 
built as works of merit by devout Buddhists; but, al- 
though there is merit in building a pagoda, there is none 


in repairing one, and so they are allowed to suffer the as-

There appears ¢o be in the tropical people a caparity 
for development along coriain lines and up to a certain 
point; and so long as these people are not forced by the 
irresistible march of human progress to live side by side 
with people of the northern races, the native system of 
government, the native structure of society serve well 
enough to carry things along. But contact with western 


| civilization has always bad much the same result upon 
| eropical people. 


The mere force of impact has destroyed 
the weaker native institutions, and the people have found 
it alike impossible to retain their old methods of thought 
and action in the new circumstances of their life or to 
adopt together with the outward forms and observances 
of the newcomers the inward convictions on which alone 
We can permanently exist.

Motor ’ Buses for London. 
SELF-PROPELLED VEHICLES Ru 
PLACING OLD OMNIBUSES. 


From the London Il ed Mail. 


FTER years of patient experiment and persevering 

endeavor, a satisfactory motor omnibus has been 

constructed, and there is little doubt that in a com- 
paratively short space of time the old-fashioned lumber- 
ing horse vehicles Londoners have toleraied 60 long wil! 
be banished from the thoroughfares of the great me- 
tropolis. 
~ The Road Car Company have ordered over fifty of 
“the new vehicles, and Mesers. Tilling, the proprietors of 
the Times motor ommnibuses that ply between Oxford 
circus and Peckham Rye have several running with 
such excellent resuits, that this firm puposes at once dis- 


= 

placing all its horse-drawn vehicles. 

The London General Omnibus Company already has 
two motor omnibuses carrying passengers with expedi- 
tion and in comfort from Hammersmith to Piccadilly. 
One is a large vehicle with accommodation for twenty- 
six people, that under the existing reguiations may only 
travel at twelve miles an hour. The other, a smalier car, 
bolding but fourteen, may spin along at twenty miles 
an hour. 

It is upon these two cars that the motor omnibuses 
ordered by the Road Car Company are being modeled. 
The smaller omnibuses are to be employed for the less- 
congested routes, and those on which there are steep 
ascents. The larger Ones will carry thirty-two pas- 
sengers, and these will be used wherever possible. 

It is calculated by the Road Car Company that 385 
motor omnibures could replace the 450 omnibuses and 
five thousand-odd horses at present in its employ. 
This great economy will be effected partly owing to 
the larger number of passengers the new vehicles will 
hold, but also by the greater speed at Which they can 
travel. If all the omnibus companies are able to lessen 
the number of vehicles that encumber our overcrowded 
thoroughfares they will accomplish not a little in the 
direction of solving the much-discussed traffic problem. 
The omnibus will then become a vehicle that the 
business man may ride in. At present those to whom 
time is of importance seek some other mode of reaching 
the city from their home. The omnibus, that is desirable 
in many ways, is altogether too slow. But the motor 


surroundings of the Bur- 


omnibus will cover a forty-five-minute journey in half 
an hour, and probably less, when the new traffic con- 


| ditions render, it possible for the authorities to extend 
the speed limit. 

The ompibus companies themselves will save con- 
siderably in the tem of rent for premises, and alsa, 
of course, on forage. But against this advantage it is 
estimated that £455 must be ticked of each. motor 
omnibus for depreciation of tires. On the whole, how- 
ever, the more up-to-date method of locomotion will 
benefit the companies as much aa it will the public. 

It will be good news to the many friends of omnibus 
drivers, a class of men who, by their efficiency and good 
humor, have won a warm place in the hearts of all those 
who have come in contact with them, that the com- 
panies do not propose dismissing these men and secur- 
ing the services of others to drive the new vehicles. 
At first, as it is well known, the omnibus drivers did 
not take kindly to the self-propelled vehicle, but nuw 
they have realized that motor omnibuses are destiacd 
to stay, they are less antagonistic. Those who have 
had an oportunity of trying have quickly mastered the 
vagaries of the horseless carriage. Said one typical 
driver: “She (he alluded to the motor omnibus he 
drove) is much easter to handle than the quietest pair 
ever struck.” 

Those with sentimental regrets for the loss of the steeds 
should comfort themselves with the thought that the ani- 
mals will be saved from a life of few daysand much labor. 
The average omnibus horse lasts but four years, and. 
in spite of the humane treatment these animals sow 
receive, their existence is an exceedingly hard one.

ROMANOFF DYNASTY. 
Tun First oF THe Czans Was CHOSEN RY A 
REPRESENTATIVE, | 

{New York Tribune:] The Romanoff. dynasty of 
Crars, of which the present Emperor of Russia is 4 
member, has ruled the empire since 1613, when Michael 
Feodorovitch Romanoff was elected Czar by an assembly 
of representatives, following a national uprising. The 
previous rulers, the descendants of Iven III, who thfew 
off the yoke of the Mongols in 1462, became extinct 
about 1592, and the country had been torn..by wars 
among the nobles and by popular risings against them. 
It was as the champion of the last of these risings (hat 
the Romanoff dynasty came into gower. 

The steady growth of the Russian empire began about 
that time. Michael purchased peace from the Poles and 
devoted himself to strenghtening the empire, but under 
his son the territory given the Poles was recovered, 
and his grandten conquered the Cossacks and fought the 
first successful war with the Turks. Another grandson 
of Michael, Peter the Great, is considered in many te- 
spects the real founder of the empire as a modera 
power. It was he who introduced into the semi- 
oriental customs of the Russians of bis day the o¢c!- 
dental customs which have been so fruitful a source 
of trouble ever since. Under Peter the empire wrested 
territory from the Turks, Poland and Sweden, and the 
internal administration of the government, as well as 
its foreign policy, was placed practically on the footing 
it now occupies. 

The next period of rapid development in Russia 
came under Catherine II (1762-96,) who ascended the 


‘throne after causing the murder of her husband, Peter 


III. Sie furthered the spread of western civilization 
in the empire, enacted laws favorable to the develop- 
ment of commerce and industry, and introduced adminis- 
trative changes. She was the guiding epirit in the 
spoliation of Poland, and fought the Turks in two suc- 
cessful wars. Her son, Paul I, carried on a constant 
fight with his aristocracy, and established the ceasor- 
ship of the press and the secret police system. He was 
preparing to make war on England when he was as- 
sassinated by conspirators. 

Alexander I, who aseumed power in 1801, was a lover 
of peace, and abolished serfdom in the Baltic provinces. — 
It was he who fought Nepoleon, and led him into the dis- 
astrous invasion of Rusia The latter years of bis 
reien were less liberal, and his son carried on a e 
actionary policy. His grandson, Alexender II, however. 
proved the most liberal of Russia's rulers, and, while 
prosecuting the expansion of the empire fff ail ditections, — 
institufed many internal reforms. He abolished the se- 
cret police, and was said to be about to propose marked 
changes in the form of government when he was as 
sassinated in 1881. 

His son, Alexander III, took as advisers the extrem« 
reactionaries and autocrats. He was succeeded in 18% 
by Nicholas II. the chief feature of whose reign ba 
been the development of Asiatic Russia.

Profit made from preparing these Imports for use and in 
rehandling them is on the narrowest margin imaginable 
Were wages are so low, the profits of manufacturing 
and merchandising are also low. Then again the con- 
sumption per capita of these imported foods is small. 
A large area of Belgium is devcted to grazing, and this 
is proven to give the largest amount. of nutriment of 
anything known. Milk, butter and cheese enter into the 
food of the poor in large amount. Some 200,000 acres 
in the kingdom are devoted annually to potatoes which 
yield an enormous tonnage and furnish a couple of 
good meals a day for a large number of working people. 
Another crop which serves a similar purpose is cabbage. 
The average price of potatoes to the farmer is about 
one-half a cent a pound. Coffee is another thing in 
common use because it is cheap. The poorer classes 
may have a pretty fair article of coffee at 15 cents a 
pound roasted. This is the great producing country 
of chicory, and its use in coffee is almost universal here, 
This cheap coffee May be of rather low grade, but well 
roasted and A Werally with chicory, it has a rich 
appearance a. GS Bicory gives it the predominant 
flavor.

The average working man or woman goes to his daily 
toil with a cup of this hot coffee and a slice of bread.

The other midget remained 
in, or rather on, the nest as you see, and as all baby 
hummers do remain, fer a day or two, sitting pensively 
on the edge of the battered old cradle. The nest is bro- 
ken and soiled, and almost detached from its twig. But 
I saw Anna try her best to rebuild it many times. In 


short, she succceded once in rearing another brooa on 
‘the old safe site in midsummer, for humming birds rear 
teveral broods in a single season. 

After the young had left the nest they remained trust- 

‘ul and often met me about the grounds and fed from 
wy fingers. Anna herself many a time has alighted on 
E hands, and even on my face, especially if 1 hold a 
group of nasturtiums in my lips. Anna takes my open 
eyes for a bath sometimes and would plunge into them 
did I not close them tight. She is always on the !ook- 
out for a nice bath in a suitable place! I have en her 
teach her young to bathe in a rose petal, a curled-up cab- 
bage leaf, and even among dewdrops on a grass blade. 
Among the dewdrops she never stepped ber feet on 
ground or blade, but simply swung her beantiful body 
among ihe glistening drops. She loves to toboggan 
down the long, slender, slippery leaves of the bam- 
boo, folding her tiny feet beneath her breast and s«!id- 
ing, in pure glee, from top to bottom.

When Anna has met with a family accident as some- 
times happens, the young being stolen by a Shrike, or a 
falling leaf has covered the eggs or helpless little bird- 
lings, Anna takes the orphans of other humming birds 
which I bring to her. Sometimes a mother has fafled 
to return to her nest, and the young are left helpiess. 
When I offer them to Anna she is so glad! She will cud- 
die them, and nurse them, and admire them, and as 
sume the attitude of actual gladness that she has a rec- 
ompense for her own losses. More than once have 1 
preserted her with a foundling baby to see her rear it 
and send it out into the world on its own mission to 
birds and humanity. “To birds,“ for as I said, apart 

from her care of her own family, a humming bird is the 
collie for her neighbor's lambs. “For humanity,” for 
one who loves the birds will find himself loving his fel- 


lows better, especially children. 


Now is the time for everybody to get acquainted wit\ 
Anna and her family. Sho is nasting from now to next 
September. when she will be obliged to look after ber 
next year’s suli of Gothes.

AUTOMOBILE SCHOOLS IN CITIES. 

One of the chief obstacles to the popularity and gen- 
era! use of the automobile has becn the prevailing igno- 
rance as to its mechanism and the impression that the 
operation of a machine required a specially high degree 
of skill. This difficulty, such as it is, will soon be dis- 
pelled by automobile schools in process of establishment 
in differant cities, having for their avowed object the in- 
duction of prospective purchaecrs and owners into all the 
mysteries of electric, steam, and gasoline cars, and to 
train young men to become chauffeurs. A model school 
of this kind was cstabiished in Berlin last fall. The 
first course inetructed the owncrs and operators of-auto- 
mobiles in the mechanism of various machines and in 
the art of rupning and caring for them. The second 
showed how automobiles are byllt, for the instruction of 
draftsmen and machinista. The course for orofessional 
chauffeurs dealt with steam, electric, and gasoline eng- 
necring, and was fully illustrated with boilers, engines, 
and other equipment, with which the students worked as 
students do at the regular technical schools. 

In all the courses, theory and explanation were carried 
on with practice. The president of the Massachusetts 
Automobile Club and a number of manufacturers took a 
direct interest in the scheme, and it was a success from 
the beginning. Schools of a similar character are now 
in operation in New York, Philadeiphia, and other large 
cities. Instruction such as is given in these places will 
help to meet the demand for skilled operators in the au- 
tomobile business and eliminate many of the risks that 
now attend the use of horseless carriages for pleasure 
and business —ILeslie's Weekly.

It is a French engineer who seriously announces bis in- 
vention of a suit of electric clothing, with fine wire wo- 
ven in the goods and a storage battery. By means of this 
invention he affirms that the body can be kept at a com- 
fortable temperature in the coldest weather.

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Servia’s Forbidden City. 
A GLiMpsE or LIFE AMONG THE 
PEOPLE OF Niscu. 
From a Special Correspondent. 

ISCH (Servia) Jan. 20, 1905.—For nothing worse 
N than presuming to ask what a public building 

might be. I have been arrested in the city of 
Nisch, the Forbidden City of Servia. In Turkey they 
went one better and threw me in prison for presuming 
to walk the streets without written permit, but persons 
acquainted with che Balkans will tell you that ordi- 
narily Servia and Turkey are two different propositions. 
Nisch, however, is a military town pure and simple, and 
the fact that I wore a kodak carrier and bore a guide 
book prejudiced the city against me. 
Shooting up the Town. 

Dispatches of the last few days tell of miliary an- 
archy in Nisch, and since the discovery of the late 
King's head on the new stamps, the populace take the 
two signa as portending direst evil. Omcers of the 
garrison have smashed, with revolver shots, all the 
portraits of the King and Crown Prince which they 
could find in the town, aud the Minister of War fears 
to punish the guilty ones, lest there be another regi- 
cide and minisiericide in Belgrade. King Peter, too, ls 
reported in constant fear of his life from the soldiery, 
and well may he be, for King Peter opened his career 
with a grievous blunder, When Peter came to the 
throne he immediately advanced all the regicides, as, 
of course, be had to do, but, not content with this, he 


jority of Turks in ite population of 24,450—but the 
stranger would hardly sarpect it. lu fact, aside from 
the old palace, or konak, used by the pashas to $878— 
now the residence of the King wen here—in whase 
gardens and fountains the oriental style is preserved, 
one could believe it a city of soldiers.

Since the 
earliest times the power of this position was recognized 
in the Balkans. When Nisch was still old Naissus, 
famous as the birthplace of Constantine the Great,

Practically ousted from office the officers who adhere 
to the other party. la the Balkans a military ma 
knows no other profession but soldiering, and so thes 
men, many of whom had attained high rank, wen 
minus livelihood.

We entered Nisch by way of the night train from 
Constantinople, which we boarded at Pirot. My notes, 
by advice of those who knew Nisch, I had hidden in a 
bag carried next the skin, and fell prepared to meet 
all comers. It was an hour and twenty minutes’ ride, 
the best pert of which was spent in trying to find room 
to sit between the sleeping forma in the stuffy com- 
pertment, while the train bowled through the Nischawa 
Valley and made its halt at the little Roman (and later 
Turkish) town of Bela Palanka, now a town of 1800 
Population.

After 
restoring he city Justinian fortified i: to the greatest 
possible exient. In fact, through the centuries, Nisch 
came to be to the Serbs what Paris is to France—the 
core of the nation—-and even Serb historians admit the¢ 
the fall of Niach, in 1375, was the first step in the de- 
cline of Serb independence. Hence the fear with which 
the peasants of today look upon the anarchy and the 
garrisoned city. 

Battlefield of the Centuries. 


Every ‘nvader of ucte has struggied for Nisch. In 
1441 the Maryars, under John Hunyadi, took the city, 
and September 23, 1689, the Austrians, headed ‘by the 
Margrave Louis of Baden, beat the Turks at the place. 
The next year the Moslems, spurred on by the loss of 
the great cross-roads post, struggled until they had 
wrested it back, and held it for forty-seven years, when 
the Austrian general. Seckendcrf, captured the city. 
Austrian gencrais, in those days, were much akin to 
Russian admirals today, and that same year the city, 
under Gen. Dochat, capitulated to the enemy, and his- 
‘tory goes on to say that Dochat was afterward beheaded 
for his cowardice. Count von Seckendorf it was who 
founded the present fortifications of Nisch, and year 
by year ever since they have been increased. In 1809, 
emecially, the Serbs took to strengthening the city and 
rebuilding the old redoubts, ruins of one of which— 
where Stephen Sindjehtch blew bimself and an attack- 
ing party of Turks into ¢he air—still survive, with a 
monument on the road to Pirot to tell the story. Both 
in 7 and 78 there were Turkish attacks upon Nisch, 
but- since then that city has had peace and prepared 
for the future, so that today Nisch, like Pola on the 
Dalmatian coast, is a city that lives directly and indi- 
rectly almost wholly for the warrior. In fact, aside from 
the cathedral—a Byzantine structure of five cupolas, 
bullt by the Serbs some forty-five years ago—there is 
hardly a building of prominence in the city that is not 
connected with che war regime. This cathedral is rather

In the Balkans foreign money is everywhere, and if 
there is One thing these inns suggest it is the oppor- 
tunity for a Balkan monetary union, or united coinage 
system, which might lead to results here similar to that 
which the monetary union did in the case of the German 
States. 


Children are infrequent in the hotela but ¢hrough the 
windows one sees them just outside. Little giris do up 
their hair as do the oldest women and assume grave 
manners. One will see girls of 6 meeting one another 
on the street, shake hands as politely as would an 
American child if bis mamma were to admonish him.

W ELL, my dress clothes have been pressed and

swing.“ many calls are received at the Detective Bureau 
for men to attend social functions of all kinds. These 
requests all go to Inspector McClusky, head of the bu- 
reau, and he knows just what i« wanted. George used 
to do the society stunt himself when he was a plaln de- 
tective sergeant. That's where he got the swagger that 
made Bill Devery call him chesty. * 

“These requests for detectives come from the folks in 
society who give the swell dances and balls. They al- 
ways want a couple of sieuths around so that no dar- 
ing crook will put on open-face clothes and mingle with 
the guests. You see, sometimes half of these are not 
known personally to the folks who give the invitations. 

There's always a chance of a crook getting in, and 
the crook don’t have to be a man supplied with lots of 
nerve. Society folks always sport their best sparklers 
on these great occasions, and if anyone misses a jewel 
it's up to the host and hostess.

In my experience I never knew of anything 
being stolen. There are plenty of opportunities ¢o steal 
at social affairs; but it is unusual for a theft to occur 
at one. 

“One of the funniest social jobs that ever came my 
way was ona Thanksgiving night a year ago. A promi- 
nent citizen living in Madison avenue sent word to the 
Office that he wanted a man to stay in his house over 
night. I got the job and went up to see him early the day 
before Thanksgiving. He was going out of town for the 
holiday, and he had the bug that something was going 
to happen in the house while he was away. 

“It was a sort of premonition with him, and nothing 
would do but I must stay in his house all Thanksgiving 
Day and night. I pointed out to bim thet nothing could 
happen, with ell his servants in the house; but nothing 
would do but I must take oossession and make the place 
my own for a day and a night. 

“The next morning I was installed in charge. The 
owner never ¢old the servants who I was, and they sup- 
posed I was a very dear personal friend. My every want 
was attended to by the servants, and I ate a very good 
but very lonesome dinner in the big dining-room. It 
was so very lonesome that I invited the butler to eat 
with me. There was some fine old wine in that house, 
and when the butler and I cot hitting it up I forgot all 
about being lonesome. 

“I occupied the best room in the house that night, and 
I never had a better night's sleep. I stayed until the 
owner showed up early the next day. He didn’t seem to 
be a bit surprised when I told him nothing had hap- 
pened. When he bade me good-by he pressed a fifty spot 
in my palm. It wasn’t such an unprofitable job after all.

PROPOSED NAVAL MARINE GUARD 
FOR THE UNITED STATES. 


From a Special Correspondent. 
ASHINGTON, Jan. 230.—About 10,000 American 
men and boys, to begin with, will be enlisted as 
“naval volunteers,” if Congress passes the bill 
just framed by the Merchant Marine Commission consti- 
tuted by recommendation of the President. An enroll- 
ment of United States citizens fit for war service will be 
made on our merchant vessels and deep-sea fishing ships, 
their term of service being three years, during which 
time any volunteer wil be subject to a call for war. As 
an inducement to such eunlim ment there will be offered 
by the government, supplementary to the regular ship's 
pay. retainers ranging from $100 a year for the master 
or chief engineer of a large steamship to $25 to a common 
sailor or fireman and $15 for a ship's boy 


of naval instruction. to be devised by the Navy Depart- 
ment, and during this training these national guards- 
men of the roaring sea will earn their regular pay as 
well as the government bonus, which latter wil! be forth- 
coming at the end of each year. Sach enro!iment wil! be 
open to officers and men of our coasting veasels, but to 
receive their retainers all volunteers must have spent at 
least halt of the year in et her our foreign tradegor deep- 
sea ficheries. 


true sense, composed of trained, hardened men, hag no 
existence under our government. Many of the naval mi- 
litia officers bail drawn into the naval cervice in the 
war with Spain then had their first experience “off sound- 
inge and out of sight of land. Russia, the one other 
martime power destitute of a trained scafaring reserve, 
exhausted her best officers and trained men in the “first 
squadron,” now sunk at Port Arthur or dismantied in the 
Yellow Sea. According to a neutral observer, the men 
of her Baltic squadron, now tied up off the African coast, 
are wanting in bigh-sea experience. Their service is 
compulsory. and a good portion were taken from interior 
Russia, whence they embarked only because they drew 
an unlueky number in the conscription. Small wonder, 
then, that these drafted landlubbers lost their heads 
when they met the North Sea fishing fleet. According to 
Admiral Sampson, we had set afloat all of our educated 
Officers and skilled seamen in the first battle line off 
Santiago. If a reverse had come there would have been 
no crews to man a second ficet, even if new ships bad 
been available. 


Our navy is very short of officers and men. The latter 
cannot be had for the asking. Our good warships are 
being laid up at the navy yards because there are no offi- 
eers for them and because the regular navy quota of en- 
listed men is insufficient even for routine peace service. 
The naval militia, organized in sixteen States and the 
District of Columbia, consiste of a total of 443 officers and 
4740 enlisted men. 

Our Moribund Shipbuilding. 

The ceean shipbuilding of the United States is in a 
moribund condition, if not absolutely killed. Laat year,

As an incentive for 
shipowners to encourage such enlistment among ‘heir 


-tréws the government, it is proposed, shall annually pay 


to each United States vessel a certain money allowance. 
provided at least one-eighth of its crew, to beg with, 
and finally one-fourth, enlist as volunteers. This allow- 
ance will depend on the carrying capacity of the ship and 
to the months in each year spent in foreign trade or 
deep-sea fisheries. It will vary from $5 per gross regis- 
tered ton for twelve months per year to $2.50 for six 
months per year—the minimum limit for service in the 
foreign and dem-sea fishing trades. Furthermore, 8) 
per cent. of the tonnage duties ordinarily exacted from 
ships entering our ports are to be returned to those 
which on any foreign voyage have trained a certain num- 
ber of boys for the naval volunteer service. As a return 
for these generous allowances American ships are not 
only to supply volunteers, but are to be held at the dis- 
posal of the government in case of war, are to carry our 
mails free, if required, and are to make all ordinary re- 
pairs at United States shipyards. Only American-built 
ships, or foreign-bullt vessels already registered by 
Americans when the bill passes, will be entitled to the 
benefits of the scheme. which effectually creates a naval 
reserve (something which the government has been cry- 
ing for these Many years par.) and gives the encourage- 
ment to shipping striven for in the old subsidy bills. 

About 50,000 sailors and officers man the American 
ships now on the high seas. Somewhat less than one- 
half, or about 20,000, of these are American citizens, and 
out of this number probably not more than 10,000 would 
be eligible now for volunteer service. The Navy De- 
partment hes asked for a reserve of 20,000 in bills pre- 
sented to Congress. American ship owners must there- 
fore bé encouraged not only to employ these volunteers, 
but to build more ships, thus increasing the naval re- 
serve as well as advancing commerce and shipbuilding. 
This latter incentive is offered in the money allowances 
noted. 


Our Lesson From Russia. 
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We are the only maritime power except Russia which 
has not provided for a naval reserve. There is a naval 
Militia in a few States, but it is, as a rule, composed of 
landsmen, and is valuable in war only as an auxiliary in 
coast and harbor defense. But a naval reserve in the 
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eign trade remained under construction in any American 
shipyard. Our shipyards have not received an order for 
a steamship exclusively for foreign «ommerce since June, 
1901. But for naval work and the cons: ruction of coast- 
ing vessels, always inadequate to fill the yards there is 
not a steel shipyard in the United States thre would now 
be earning, enough to pay its office force. Nearly one- 
half of our skilled shipyard workmen are either idle or 
engaged in the roughest and cheapest manual labor. 
The government has deepened our harbors at an expense 
of millions upon millions of dollars. almost exclusively 
for the use of foreign steamsb os. By the time the Pan- 
ama Canal is built there will be few Yankee ships le to 
pass through it unless our merchant marine is restored 
by some heroic means. 

In 1792 Congress, acting on a report of Thomas Jeffer- 
eon, Secretary of State, granted bounties to ¢he men and 
vessels of the deep-sea fisheries. Four dollars a ton was 
allowed to vessels of above thirty tons and proportion- 
ately less to those Of smaller capacity. The payments 
were divided between the ship owners and crews, and 
only three or four months of sea service per year: was 
required. More than $10,000,000 were thus expended be- 
tween 1793 and 1851. Seamen of the fishing crews re- 
ceived on the average of about $25 a year for three or 
four months’ service. The chief motive of this policy 
was the creation of a sea militia, which should be pre- 
pared to defend the flag. The “Constitution” was 
manned largely by these deep-sea fishermen, who sup- 
plied the fearless crews of the frigates, sloops and priva- 
teers of the War of 1812. When the navy was recruited 
for the Mexican War the deep-sea fisheries again fur- 
nished the best crews. When the Civil War broke out 
so many fishermen joined the Federal fleet that the deep- 
sea fishing industry was nearly killed. This bounty sys- 
tem remained in force until 1866, , 


The Rise and Fall. 


— — 


We were noted throughout the world for the excel- 
lence of our sailing vessels at the close of the War of 
1812. But as the use of steamships increased this su- 
premacy was lost. In 1870, when iron and steel vessels 
began to be the vogue, our shipbuilding industry had 
nearly vanished. In 1890 almost the entire carrying 
trade of our ports was done in British ships. Realizing 
that this was a serious condition, Congress in 1892 passed 
several acts for the encouragement of American ship- 
building. Two Inman Line steamers were admitted to 


registry as American ships on condition that the Guy 
should build at least two vessels of equal tonnage 
American yards. The (ro foreign vessels thus 
ted to our registry were the New York and Paris, im 
at Glasgow in 1888 and 1889, In 1894 the St. Loui 
first American ocean greyhound built under the Gm 
law, was launched from the Cramp shipyard, P 
phia. She was wholly American in build and matey 
Shorily afterward the St. Paul, her sister ship, 
launched from the same yard, and was the second 
est merchant vessel afloat. Subsequently this fleet 
increased, and became known as the American Line; aay 
merged into the International Mercantile Martine 
pany. lu the Spanish War, the St. Paul, St. Louls, Tim 
York and Paris were used as auxiliary cruisers. 

But American shipbuilding eontinued to die, and tammy 
even the United States mails must cross the Atl 
twice on the subsidized liners of England. Iu 1895 G8 
twenty-three-knot steamers, and the British have 
foreign countries. Since then the Germans have pula 
twenty-three-knct steamers and the British have tai 
contracted for twenty-four-knot Ships.

One handicap to our sbipbuilders arises from the 
that American-built ships are much more expensive ti 
those of foreign construction. Wages of our 
workmen are from 50 to 100 per cent. above those of ai 
liar labor in Europe. Despite economy in other tay 
our trans-Altlaniic steamers cost 40 per cent. more 
the foreign product. To partially relieve this conditig 
the tariff laws allow the free importation of all material 
used in building or repairing American ships for fore 
trade or for building vessels for foreign owners. THE 
privilege of free materials has been availed of for Gi 
complete construction of only one large steel ship, 
Dirigo, built by Arthur Sewall & Co. Bath, Me. The 
portunity has not been embraced in other cases bee 
veesels thus constructed cannot engage in the ca 
¢rade for more than two months in any year, except a

Many a time since first seeing Madame Modjeska my’ 


mind had reverted to this home of hers high up in the 
Santiago Cafion in Orange county, and I had wondered

cat. No burglar is necessary. 

The game is played at night, and begins with the up- 
setting of an umbrella stand by the cat. The house- 
holder's wife sits up. If the bed squeaks, it counts five 
points in favor of the burglar. The burglar receives 
three points in addition for each oath of the householder. 

The householder rises and seizes his revolver. K the 
revolver is loaded, the householder counts ten. If he can 
find his slippers, he counts fifteen. 9 he 

He descends the front stairs, gripping the banisters 
tightiy. (It is for this reason that he is termed the 
“householder.”) Five points are added to the burglar's 
score for every time the householder sneezes; but if. the 


latter reaches the foot of the stairs without falling, he is ; 


entitled to ten. If he sets off a burglar alarm, twenty 
points for the burglar; if he steps upon a tack, thirty. 
He is counted fifty points, however, for each tack he 
does not-step upon, and some players allow him sixty. 

For the best playing of the game there should be haz- 
ards, as in golf. The best hazards are made by rocking 
chairs, lamp tables, fire screens, etc. The burglar is 
credited three points for each hazard encountered; the 
householder scores four points for each two feet of clear 
space he can find. The householder should carry a pad 
apd oencil and keep his own score; or the wife can do it 
‘upstairs, if she listens closely. To carry a lamp is, of 
course, a foul, and gives the game to the burglar. 

There are many variations to this game. There may 
be several householders or several burglars. The burg- 
lar side is handicapped twenty points for each extra man; 
the householders, on the other hand, are credited fifty 
points to each extra man they take on. The reason for 
this is that the extra men generally serve as burglars be- 
fore the game is over. . 

Another variation of this game may be played if there 
be a stable, one or more horses, and a hired boy. This 
is especially a game for winter nights. The hired boy 
leaves the stable door open, and the horses disport them- 
selves upon the front piazza of the house.—([Collier's.

Some time ago it was suggested that in attempting to 
explain che temperature of the interior of the earth, the 
various radioactive constituents should be taken into 
account. Working on this idea, Prof. C. Liebenow has 
recently made an interesting calculation in which he 
shows that all the heat emitted by the earth may be ex- 
plained by the presence of radioactive matter in its in- 
terior. He first computed the amount of heat given off 
in each second by the earth, which he found to be 10,000, 
000,000,000 gram-calories, a gram e being the quan- 
tity required to raise the temperature of one gram of 
water one degree centrigrade. Then taking the results 


already computed by Paschen, that to generate one gram- 
calorie per second sixteen grams of radium would be re- 
quired, it was found that the earth must contain only 
about 200,000,000,000,000 grams, or somewhat more than 
200,000,000 tons, of radium, otherwise its temperature 
would be constantly increasing. 

Now if this quantity of radlum were to be distributed 
uniformly through the earth, each cubic meter would 
only contain 1-5000th of a nvilligram of radium, but since 
certain muds found around hot mineral springs contain 
a thousand times as much radium as this, it is quite evi- 
dent that the distribution of radium is not uniform, and 
must be confined rather to the strata of the earth near- 
est its surface.—[Harpér’s Weekly. 


FOG PHENOMENON. 

During the time when the recent fog was densest on the 
ground a curious phenomenon was witnessed in the Lan- 
cet offices and laboratory. The flames of the Bunsen 
burners attached to gas stoves, as well as of those used 
for laboratory purposes, which are normally of a bluish 
tinge, became a bright yellow color, which on examina- 
tion with a spectroscope proved to be due to sodium. 
The characteristic bright yellow color of the fame was 
well marked and the usual soda line in the spectroscope 
was very brillian¢é. On examining the air no definite evi- 
dence either of sulphate or of chlorides could be obtained. 
- The interesting questions are, What was the origin of 
the sodium and in what form did it exist? It is easy to 
Imagine sea air showing the presence of sodium chloride, 
but u is difficult to understand how under thé conditions 
prevailing during the fog the air could contain particles 
of sea water. It is true the fog was very general and 
possibly some of it bad its origin in the sea, but then 
no chlorides could be found in the air. Again, it may be 
conjectured that smoke might contain sodium salts de- 
rived from the combustion of coal, but we find that so- 
dium salts are seldom found in coal. It was not due to 
our own laboratory operations, for the intense yellow 
coloration of the flame was evident in all parts of the 
offices and the coloration was just as intense on the lower 
floors as on the top floor, where the laboratory is siiu- 
ated.—[{London Lancet.

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To Save the Lobster. 


ScIENCE Cours TO THE RESCUE OF 
THE PASSING CRUSTACEAN. 


By a Special Contributor. 
SHORT time since appearances reasonably indi- 
cated the passing away of the lobster, the markets 
containing only a limited supply by reason of the 
ereat demand for them as a table delicacy, which far 
outstripped the natural producilon, threateving their 
early extermination, or at least, for a time, raising the 
price to an almost prohibitive figure. 

To remove probabilky of such a condition of things to 
eventuate in the lobster industry of the country, men of 
scionce have been hard at work to evolve some means to 
prevent the threatened diminution and final passing 
away of the wholesome fish food. Such a thing as a lob- 
ster famine, scientists announce, will never be heard 
again, for lobsters can and are now being hatched and 
raised as readily as little chickens. 

Recent experiments made, have proven that to be suc- 
cessful in breeding and rearing young lobsters, it is nec- 
essary to olace the fry in a canvas bag, submerged in the 
water about four feet, which must be kept in continual 
120tion, by means of a rotating propeller. In this way 


de fry are prevented from settling into pockets, to | 
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early experiments. Upon being 
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emother dr devour one another —young lobsters are in- 
satiable cannibals when ¢here is nothing else around to 
eat. Moreover, the propeller keeps the food in suspen- 
sion, so that they can obtain it easily. 

Thus, not only has an interesting biological problem 
been solved, but one of great economic and commercial 
importance as well. 

The problem of propagating lobsters by artificial means 
was worked out by the Rhode Island Commission of In- 
land Fisheries, through investigations carried on by Dr. 
A. D. Mead of Brown University. Dr. Mead is director 
of the floating laboratory of the commission, at Wick- 
ford, that State. The United States Fish Commission is 
also interested in the experiments. 

Success in raising lobsters is all the more interesting 
for the reason that not many years ago such a perform- 
ance was pronounced impracticable. 

In 1899-1900 experiments were carried on by the 
United States Fish Commission at Wood's Holl. Many 
different devices were tried, but all proved unsatisfac- 


tory, resulting more in the destruction than in the propa- 


gation of the lobster fry. 

Dr. Mead’s hatchery is installed in a boat about fifty 
feet long, built on two pontoons. It consists of two 
tanks, each ten by ten feet, with a well of twenty feet 
between them. Floats on both sides of the houseboat 
contain the principal apparatus for breeding and rear- 
ing the young lobsters. 

The inclosure, which harbors the fry, consists of a can- 
vas bag twelve feet square, at the bottom of which is a 
retating propeller. The action of the tides and winds 
tend to keep the sides and bottom of the bag in con- 
stant undulating motion, thus preventing the fry 
lying long in one place, if they were inclined to sink.

To prove the correctness of this conclusion WW wie 
material at hand, it was decided recently to experiment 
with lobsters which were at that time in small bags. Ac- 
cordingly the force at the laboratory was divided into 
watches, and the water in the bags was stirred with an 
oar for six continuous days. The result was ample proof 
that che conclusion was correct. There were two lots of 
lobsters which received this treatment, neither of which 
was considered to be as promising as the average. From 
one lot there were obtained 784 lobsters in the fourth 
stage. From the second lot 619 were obtained in the 
fourth stage. 

One of the most encouraging results of this method is 
the healthy appearance of the fry in all stages. The 
continued stirring prevents the accumulation of parasites 
found on the body of nearly all other lobsters propagated 
in the natural way.

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World’s Highest Bridge. 
Ir is N Courss OF CONSTRUCTION 
IN TITE HEART OF AFRICA.

BRIDGE that can claim the distinction of being 

the highest in the world; thal spans a chasw 

whose waters have never been fathomed, and in 
which no bat or human being could live; and, further- 
more, is in tho very heart’of the dark continent, is de- 
serving of more than ordinary notice. 

Such a structure is now rapidly nearly completion 
over the Zambesi River at Victoria Falls. It ts being 
built uader the direction of English ensincers from 
English-made material, and when finished will rank 
as one of the most noteworthy achiovements of the 
twentieth century. It was begun a little more than a 
year ago, and is expected to be finished by next May or 
June. 

The bridge is on the route of the Cape to Cairo Rail- 
way, the raiiway having deen completed up to the 
famous falls some little time ago. To cross the Zam- 
besi River a bridge of some kind had to be erected, and 
after. careful surveying it was decided to throw a 
gigantic steel arch, some 650 feet in length, over the 
gorge just below the falis. From the bridge passengers 
will be able to obtain a glimpse of the mighty falls, the 
largest and grandest in the world. 

That the modern bridge builder is a man of resource 
is evident from the bold manner in which the engineers 
went about their task. The chasm over which the 


The first thing the engineers did was to fire a rock 
across the selected spot, and in this way communication 
between the two banks was established. To the rocket 
was attached a light cord. Next, a thin wire was sent 
across, then a thicker one, and, finally, a telephone wire. 
Then a wire rope was passed across, and a strain out on 
it. This was made fast at either end, a tramsporter was 
attached to it, and for the first time on record C. Beres- 
ford Fox cross the Zambesi gorge. The transporter 
in which he accomplished the journey was virtually a 
suspended basket. 

This has now been replaced by a wonderful electric 
cableway. On the overhead wire runs a motor, and 
dangling from the chain below is the car in which 
workmen and material are conveyed. It is capable of 
taking a load of eight tons, and since its erection has 
transported from one bank fo the other several thousand 
tons of bridgework, railway material and sleepers. 
Many distinguished passengers have negotiated the 
Zambesi gorge in his curious car, including Princess 
Victoria and Lord and Lady Roberts. 

As a rule, the journey occupies about four minutes. 
It has been covered, however, in two and a quarter 
minutes by the engineer and his assistants from the 
time of starting to the time of landing. Many people 
visiting the falls have availed themselves of the 
builder’s offer to carry passengers across. As they 
charge ten shillings for this uique trip in midair it is 
rather an expensive luxury, working out, as it does, 
at something like £4 a mile. 

Having established communication between the banks 
the work of erecting the bridge proper was begun. It 
will consist of a graceful arch made up of three spans, 
87 feet 6 inches, 500 feet, and 62 feet 6 inches in length 
respectively. The 500-foot piece is the main or center 
arch. The spans are being erected from each side sim- 
ultaneously on the cantilever principle. 

The massive steel supports of the two end spans will 
rest in bard rock excavations which have been made on 
each side of the bank by biasiing. This work has been 
accomplished by Kaffirs. Passengers in the swinging

Every precaution has been taken by the engineers 
and contractors to prevent accidents. Across the gorge 
two steel cables have been placed, over which a stout 
net has been thrown “to catch boys and tools should 
ey inadvertently drop into it.” 

When compicted, the bridge will be a graceful span, 
and will ia no way impair the beauty of iis surround- 
ings. 

It is not without intercst here to note that the 
British South Africa Company, which owns the land 
on beth banks of the river, has decided to rescrve a 
large area of the forcst, extending for some six miles 
on each sido of ike Zambesi, as a public park, to be 
preserved forever in ita natural beauty. Already a 
splendid hotel has been erected at the falls, and it is 
now possible to travel from Cape Town in the most up-

A DYING INDUSTRY. 

The famous Dundee whalers are vanishing from the 
sea. No new ships are being built to take the place of 
those that have become obsolete, and today the Dundee 
fleet which has given much of romance and tradition 
to the sea, numbers but four ships. A generation ago 
over 100 whalers went north every year from most ports 
of the 500 miles of coast from London to Peterhead. 

For many years the whaling in ‘ustry has been on the 
wane, and although it has been found remunerative to fit 
out annually the existing vessels, the commercial] pros- 
pects are not such as to encourage the building of new 
ships. Indeed, it would appear that the extinction of 
whaling as an industry would be merely a matter of a 
few years. 

But it will leave behind it a glorious record of for- 
tunes made; risks lightly undertaken; and daring deeds 
of great renown. It is recorded that a Peterhead 
whaler once captured in one season forty-four whales, 
and returned with a cargo of oil and whalebone valued at 
over £10,000; and that the Arctic, of Dundee, under Capt. 
Adams, once brought home the produce of thirty-seven 
whales, including about eighteen tons of baleen. These 
records were made many years ago when whaling, as an 
industry, was in the height of ite success. Even so late 
as 1895, however, the Arctic came home to Dundee with 
the produce of ten whales, including five tons of bone 
(some of which sold at £2000 per ton) and ninety tons 
of oil--the total return being 300 per cent. on the out-

‘“‘CONTINUATION SCHOOLS.”’ 
PROVISIONS MADE BY A LAW RECENTLY EN- 
ACTED IN GERMANY. . 


[London Times:] Berlin has just given a further 
striking illustration of the seriousness with which public 
education is taken in Germany. Compuisory attendance | 
at school is a.long-standing tradition of the German 
educational system, and compulsory education ai the 
continuation schools is not unknown in some of the 
German States. Berlin has for a long time had an ex- 
cellent system of voluntary continuation schools ertah- 
lished for the purpose of enabling the sons of workers, 
artisans, and the “small people” generally to carry 
their education further after passing the age of exemp- 
tion from attendance at the primary schools. Now, 
Berlin bas made attendance at continuation schools 
compulsory. and the local statute (Ortastatut) regulating 
this benevolent form of coercion will come into opera- 
tion on the first of April next. The resolution to adopt 
this step was taken recently by the municipal authori- 
ties, and directly the consent of the chief president of 
the province has been obtained, as d undoubtedly will 
be, an educational reform which has been assiduously 
prosecuted for many years by the progressive parties 
on the City Council will be consummated. The exiating 
voluntary schools will not in any way be interfered 
wih. All that the law requires is that children who 
have reached the exemption age at the primary schools 
shall continue their education at some approved school 
within the city boundaries and remain there until the 
end of the school half-year in which they compiete 
their seventeenth year. Certain classes of children are, 
however, exempted, such as girls who are employed in 
business, apprentices and aasisiants in apothecaries’ 
shops, in fishery and shipping employments, also young 
people engaged in lawyers’ offices, and employ& in rail- 
way and insurance undertakings, as well as employés 
in the State service. Exemption from attending the 
compulsory school can also be obtained by young men 
j who can show tbat they have already ottained the 
general education which it is the object of the school 
to impart, also those who hold the ‘certificate for one 
year’s military service (the Einjabrige,) and young peo- 


fered to scholars ‘who are in regular attendance at 
technical and guild schools whose instruction is ac- 
cepted by the Chief President as an adequate substitute 
for that to be imparted in the compulsory condinuation 
schools. The curriculum will be somewhat elementary 
to begin with, though it will dowbtless be extended as 
time passes. It is required that every scholar shall 
att end for at least four hours a week, and the weekly 
average for the whole year is not to exceed six. So far 
ag the echolars are concerned instruction will be 
but their employers are made responsible for the 
vision of schoo) materials. The employers are 

quired to dismiss the scholars punctually from work, 
so that they may have ample time in which to prepare 
themselves for school. As a rule, the hour of instruc- 


tion will be from 6 to 7 pm., and only in exceptional | 


cases will be later. Little apprehension is felt that the 
compulsory continuation schools will seriously interfere 
with the work of the voluntary schools now in existence.

“It was elaborately and, I thought, beautifully colored: 
the shape of it took my fancy beyond expression; it 
contained harbors that pleased mo like sonnets, and with 
the unconsciousness of the orcidestined, I ticketed ft 
Treasure Island.“ The next thing I knew, I had 
some paper before me and was writing out a list of chap- 


The upshot was that for the next fifteen days Steven- 
fon wrote like one possessed, turning out a chapter a 
day: Then he lost hold, and it was weeks before the in- 
spiration came again, but when it did “Treasure Island“ 
flowed from him “like small talk,” and ran serially in a 
children's paper. 

‘To go back a good many years, stories attach (o al- 
most every one of Charles Dickens's novels. 

‘Boon after the “Pickwick Papers” had made their 
amazing success, Dickens happened to visit the studio 
of George Cruikshank, and there was shown some draw- 
ings Of the career of a London thief.

Among these was a sketch of Fagin's Den, and a pic- 
tuhe of Bill Sikes. Dickens was et the time engaged 
ron the idea of a workhouse story, and the result of 
this chance visit was “Oliver Twist,” as it was soon 
afterward published. 

As for “Nicholas Nickleby,” there does not seem much 
doubt but that the great novelist conceived the idea of 
“Dotheboys Hall“ from the advertisemedt of Mr. Simp- 
son's academy, Woden Croft Lodge, Yorkshire, which he 
saw in au old copy of the Times. 

The famous Capt. Keitle, the most popular creation of 
Mr. Cutcliffe Hyne, was originally a character in a com- 
paratively little known story by the tall Yorkshireman. 

Mr. Hyne, who, at the time, had himself hardly got 
his foot on the ladder of fame, took the story to a well- 
known London editor and publisher. After criticising 
the yarn in rather merciless fashion, the editor said: 

“All the same the little sea captain is your best char- 
acter, and you ought to be able to do something with 
him. Why not make him the hero of a series of short 
stories?” 

That it was good advice. the enormous popularity of 
the series as it ran in Pearsen's Magazine, and the con- 
stant calls for “more” have proved most amply. 


The Real Sheriock Holmes. 


Another most Popular hero of fiction, “Sherlock 
Holmes,” made his appearance in a similar fashion. As 
a character in “A Study in Scarlet.“ he aroused so great 
popular ircerest that he became the hero of the long 
series of adventures so familiar to most of us. 

Sir Conan Doyle says that the original idea of Sherlock 
Holmes came to him in 1886. He had been reading some 
detective stories which disgusted bim, because the au- 
thors always depended for their climax on some coinci- 
dence and never on the unaided deductions of the detec- 
ive’s own mind. 

He adds chat his old professor at Edinburgh was in a 
way the original of Holmes, for it was his habit to work 
out effect from cause just as logically as be would have 
diagnosed a disease. 

The dramatization of Sherlock Holmes was suggested 
to Mr. Gillette in a rather curious fashion. Picking up 
one day an old copy of a New York yellow journal, he 
read in it an interview with Dr. Conan Doyle, in which 


the idea of making Sherlock Holmes the hero of a play 


was mooted. 
As a matter of fact, this interview was a “fake”—it 


had never taken place at all. But it gave Mr. Gillette : 


an idea, and when Mr. Frohman asked him for a play he 
remembered the imaginary interview, and set (o work 
on Sherlock Holmes.” 

Mr. Fergus Hume has told the story of how he came to 
write “The Mysiery of a Hansom Cab.” He was in Mol- 
bourne at the time, and in financial straits, for he had 
entirely tale d to dispose of a play to which he had given 
much time. 

He thought he might do better with a book, but the 
question was “what sort of book?” After some consid- 


eration he went to the leading Melbourne librarian, and 
“What books do you find sell 
best 

“Detective stories,” was the prompt reply, “especially 
those of Gaboriau.” Mr. Hume had not then read any 
Gaboriau, but he wasted no time in repairing the omis- 
sion, and bought a complete edition of his works. 

The result was the story which made his réputation 
and the seventy novels which have succeeded it. Fergus 
Hume, it may be mentioned, is credited with being able 
to write a 60,000 word book in a week. 


A Story of “The Light That Failed.” 


Sorrow and pain have been directly the productiop of 
more than one popular book. It was grief for the loss of 
a dear friend chat caused Mrs. L. T. Meade to write at 
the age of 17 her frat book, Ashton Morton.” In it she 
aitempted to pay a tribute to the memory of this frignd. 

Helen Mathers again penned Honey.“ one of her three 
most popular books, chiefly to relieve the long drawn 
pain resulting from a bad accident. 

The two entirely different endings of Kipling’s “The 
Light that Failed,” bave caused that book to be much 
discussed. In the first he married the blind hero to his 
selfish sweetheart, but in the second the poor fellow was 
jilted, and went to his death in the Soudan: 

This is given as the reason of the alteration: Not 
long after the first appearance of the novel, Kipling was 
in a train, and there got in a blind man and his wife. 
The man looked miserably ill, and bis temper was abso- 
lutely raw. * 

For an hour or more the author watched the woman 
bear all his murmurs and complaints with unfailing ten- 
derness. She kept soothing and cheering him, and 
though at times he repulsed ber with positive brutality, 
her temper was never ruffied for a moment. 

That same night Kipling announced to some friends 
that he had made a great mistake. Such a savage ego- 
tist as Maisie could not possibly resign herself to the 
companionship of a blind man. He at once sat down and 
rewrote the last*four chapters of his book. 


Legendary Devices. 
STRANGE CREATURES MENTIONED 
BY EARLY WRITERS.

ARLY writers on natural history subjects make 

mention of many strange creatures that never 

could have existed, save in the superstitious mind 
of the age in which they wrote, and of the many that 
did exist the accounts of their structure and habits are 
so ludicrous that one may really wonder if it was pos- 
sible, even in the Middle Ages, that people could be 
so credulous. Many of these strangely-gatdied records 
of the animal world were no doubt due to travelers’ 
tales, and probably had a certain foundation in fact, but 
it is difficult, indeed, to account for the creation of 
such things as the phoenix, the cockatrice, the wyvern, 
the griffin and the dragon. The belief in the existence 
of the unicorn may have originated from the fact of 
some of the early African travelers meeting with cer- 
tain antelopes that had lost a horn, for it is a pe 
culiarity with most antelopes that their horns are never 
shed, and if injured or broken never grow again. 

“The horn, growing out of the forehead, betwixt the 
eyelids, is neither light nor hollow, hor yet smooth 
like other borns, but hard as iron, rough as any file, 
revolved Into many olights; sharper than any dart, 
straight and not crooked, and everywhere black except 


of unicorn, and this would be feasible if this creature 
hal been created from those horned beasts that had 
accidentally lost one of the horns. 

How the phoenix was called into being it would be 
impossible to hazard a guess. It was popularly sup- 
posed that there was only one such creature existing 
in the whole universe, and that there was only one 
tree in which it built its nest. We find mention of the 
phoenix as far back as Pliny, who says: “Howbeit, I 
cannot tell what to make of him; and first of all, 
whether it be a tale or no, that is never but one of them 
in the whole world, and the same not commonly seen.” 

In the Ofteenth century we find Bartholomew writing 
of this imaginary bird: 

“Phoenix is a bird, and there is but one of that kind 
in all the wide world; therefore lewd men wonder 
thereof. Phoenix is a bird Without make (mate, and 
liveth 200 or 500 years; when the which years be passed, 
she feeleth her default and feebleness, and maketh a 
nest of right sweet-cmelling sticks, that be full dry, 
and in summer when the western wind bloweth, the 
sticks of the nest be set on fire with burning heat of the 
sun, and burneth strongly.” 

The bird then allows itself to be reduced to ashes in 
this fre—on this point all the writers agree—and in due 
course rises again from the ashes in the full glory of 
renewed youth, “and is the most fairest bird that is, 
most like to the peacock in feathers, and loveth wilder- 
ness, and geathereth his meat of clean greens and fruits.” 

The basilisk, or cockatrice, was reputed to be some 
strange mixture of a bird and serpent, able to slay with 
his breath and his sight, power was accredited 
by some to dragons:

The ripeness of 
the fruit, the toughness of the skin, and other peculiari- 
ties depending upon the neighborhood in which 


the 

weakened or etrengthened in dipping prunes from differ- 
ent parts of the same orchard, so that no certain rule can 
be laid down. In its natural state the skin of the prune 
is very tough and covered with a delicate bloom which 
prevents evaporation, and would be weeks, or even 
months, in drying if this bloom were not removed and 
the skin perforated. The water must be kept boiling hot. 
the usual strength of the dip being about one pound of 
lye to twelve gallons of water. The orunes are immersed 
in an open mesh screen wire basket which holds about 
seventy pounds. The length of time required for the 
immersion is usually not more than half a minute, but 
the time varies a little according to the toughness of the 
skin, the soil upon which the frust is grown and the age 
of the trees, fruit from old orchards requiring a longer 
dip than that grown on young trees. 

From the dipper they are emptied into boxes and car- 
ried to the dry yard on trucks, and spread evenly on the 
trays. This work is frequently done by women, who be- 
come very ekiliful in laying the fruit close and even on 
the trays. The time required in drying varies from a 
week ¢o three, or even four weeks, according to the con- 
dition of the weather. When dry enough to keco in 
bulk without moulding, the fruit is scraped into large 
boxes called “sweats,” and from these emptied into bins, 
where it goes through a sweating process, becoming 
blacker, more glossy and somewhat plumper than when 

taken from the dry yard. Sometimes the prunes are sold 
from the bins in sacks without grading, but frequently 
the trade demands that they be graded, boxed and sold 
according to size. 

The grader is a long series of screens, hanging in 4 
frame on an inclined plane, and moving back and forth 
by means of a crank and cog wheels, or more frequently 
by electrical power. The screens in the grader have dif- 
ferent sized meshes, the smallest being at the top and the 
largest at the bottom. 
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larger than forty to the pound go over the end 
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a 2-cent basis, it means that those prunes that run eighty 
to the pound are worthy 2 cents. There is no especial rea- 
son for this, but it is so understood by common consent 
of the trade. The price usually goes up or down from 
the basis at one-half a cent. For example, if 80s are 2 
cents, 70s will be 2% cents, and 100s 1 cent. Frequentiy 
the fruit is sold upon grade without actually grading it, 
in which case a pound is taken from the lot at intervais, 
as the fruit is sacked, counted and an average taken of 
these samples. Usually a sample is taken from every 
tenth sack, then an average of these samples taken and 
the price paid accordingly. Small scales, which break 
exactly on ounces, are used for testing, as every addi- 
‘tional prune placed on the scales to make a ound, takes 
‘away from the profit of the grower one-twentieth of a 
cent on the price, or, in other words, every five prunes 
makes a difference of one-quarter of a cent a pound, or $5 
a ton. 

Prunes are a very popular dried fruit, being exceed- 
ingly healthful, growing more in favor each year, and 
fast becoming a staple article of diet.

Olives and Olive Oil. 


AN DIBGO is becoming an important center of the 

olive indusiry. One of the leading olive works of 
Southern California is that of Akerman & Tuffley, at 
North San Diego. This firm has recently sent out some 
attractive samples of its olive oil, in the shape of tiny 
bo‘¢les, labeled and capped, each holding a little more 
than a tablespoon({ul of oll. They also put up samples of 
olives in small cans, each enough for one serving. Their 
ripe olives have a fine nutty flavor. The editor of this 
department has visited the establishment of Messrs. 
Akerman & Tuffley, and knows that the greatert care is 
taken in regard to cleanliness, as must always be the 
case where fine oil is made. The firm received a gold 
medal for its Old Mission brand olive oll ai the St. Louis 
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HOSE who look upon the snow-capped range of the 

San Gabriel and wonder where all the whiteness 
™ came from should have been in the cafion for the 
lact three weeks, and they would not have cause to won- 
der. I saw a miner from the North Fork last week, who 
keeps a rain gauge. He said two of the “showers” pre- 
cipitated over five inches, making the rise of ten inches 
for the season.

Not a Poor Farm. 

HE Supervisors of Los Angeles county agdin have oc- 

casion to plume themselves wpon their success as or- 
ange growers, che ty farm having already yielded a 
good revenue from t portion of the crop sent to mar- 
ket. This farm has the habit of bearing a good crop ev- 
ery year, occasionally, outdoing almost every other grove 
in the county in the amount of fruit produced. We do 
not usually look for even fair success in the farming of 
lande devoted to charity, but this is an exception, and it 
promises to continue to produce a fair revenue to help 
bear the expenses of running this institution. The Su- 
perintendert has just budded over the Worts and poorly- 
bearing trees. Had they all been in fruitage this year 
the county farm would have turned out its usual large 
number of carloads of good frult. The trees are kept 
free from insect pests. | 

Pseudomonas Radicicola. | 
E enjoy being mystified by a, friend, especially 
When we know the mystery in question is working 
marvels for the material welfare of mankind. Dr. 
George T. Moore telis us that the nodule-forming organ- 
ism is a true micro-organism, baving three well-defined 
stages consisting (1) of minute motile rods which oro- 
duce the infection and frequently form zooglaca masses; 
(2) larger rods either motile or non-motile; and (3) cap- 
sulated forms, the so-called “branched organisms” which 
are made up of ¢wo or more rods held together in a 
sheath. Dr. Moore has given the above name to this 
organism, which I will not repeat, but which name will 
become as familiar in the future as President Roose- 
velt’s. This is the technical description of the nitro- 
gon-fixing organism so much in vogue among the farm- 
ers. There is but one species, which is fortunate consid- 
ering the name it has to carry. 8 
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HE statement is made by an up-State fruit journal 
that a native parasite had been discovered upon the 
codling moth in Monterey county, adding that the dis- 
covery may prove of great value to the fruit industry. I 
have on file the reports of one of the most careful observ- 
ers of apple-damaging insects, showing thet the codling 


-moth is subject to parasitism from wore than ohe en- 


emy. This is not a new discovery, and it is not a very 
important one, for with all its native enemies there is no 
perceptible decrease anywhere of the apple worm. If the 
scientists know anything about insect parasitism, we 
must look for an effective enemy of the moth in the 
country ‘where the latter originated. This is what 
George Compere is doing in Southern Europe. But as to 
our native parasites of the apple worm, they have been 
under the keen observation of a local entomoicemt tor 
years, and he attaches little significance to their pres- 
ence.

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he speaks at all, that is the manner of his speech. 

The story is of especial interest to every farmer of the 
country, and of its authenticity there is not a particle of 
doubt. When the committee appointed by the National 
League of Commission Merchants to walt upon President 
Rootevelt to present the necessities of legislation upon 
the railroad rehate question and the regulation of freight 
rates met the President he gave the committee all pos- 
sible e¢tention.

ployés was creating a certain semi-Socialism in this 
country.” 


Death of Eucalypts. 

HE editor of one of the leading of The 

Times calls my attention to the mortality of the blue 
gums. I have noted this failure for two or three months. 
It is due to the continued dry weather. now happily bro- 
ken by a copious rainfall. While the eucalypis can- 
not bear the strain of total drought, they can stand dry 
weather to the limit. In cases where the hillside groves 
have lost a number of ¢rees it will prove a benefit to 
those remaining, as the trees have been planted too 
thickly. I do not know of many trees thoroughly culti- 
vated in the winter time that lost their Mves from 
drought. There should be no more uneasiness about this 
matter until next fall at least. Meantime the eucalyptus 
groves should be cultivated for the reception of ithe win- 
ter rains.

Lew-selling Stock. 

HE low price at which citrus nursery stock is being 

Offered this winter is not juatified by the conditions of 
the citrus-fruit business. I know of one fine lot of 2600 
two-year-old Vaiencia buds upon four-year-old roots sell- 
ing for 10 cents each. This, of course, is far below the 
bare cost of growing the trees. Nurserymen should re- 
member that the orange season advanced to ebe middie 
of January this year at profitable prices, and that advices 
from Florida have a tendency to discount that State as a 
future competitor of California’s in the orange business. 
I have seen a wire from a disinterested party in Florida 
stating that\the cold wave brought the temperature 16 
degrees below the freezing point in one of the warmest 
oOrange-growing sections of the State. Trees cannot 
stand this temperature, and the fruit was frozen solid. 
Altogether the outlook is much brighter for California 
citrus fruits, and as our people bad nothing whatever to 
do with sending the cold wave down upon the Florida 
people, they should feel no compunctions in looking upon 
the bright side. 


HE great depression in the orange trade of the last 

two weeks oreceded by a long period of healthy mar- 
ket conditions makes emphatic the utter foolishness of 
the agitation of last March and April when eo many 
| jumped in to further trouble the business by criminations 
and recriminations concerning the policies then in vogue. 
I have witnessed at least three different systems of 
handling the large crops of citrus fruits, each subject to 
the great law of supply and demand, of fruit conditions, 
of weather influences and a half-dozen other principles 
and circumstances that operate over and above all ¢he 
mechanisms that have been originated for handling the 
fruit. With a moderate crop, less competition and finer 
fruit the market conditions do not differ meterially now 
from those of February, 1903, or February, 1994, and peo 
ole must sec by this time that the His of the trade are 
not all chargeable to the methods of handling the fruit 
from this end of the line, and that the “blacksmiths” 
who rushed in with all kinds of cure-alls were sadly in 
the dark as to the causes of the marketing troubles. 
There is one most hopeful view, justified by very late 
occurrences, namely, that in ‘he gradual trying-out pro- 
cess California is proving that her citrus industry is not 
subject to the vicissitudes developing so chronically in 
Fiorida. The very latest news from thet State shows 
most conclusively that the citrus territory is to be more 
limited than the most pessimistic believed previous to 
the late freeze. Another feature not generally wnder- 
stood is that the insects are doing general and irrepar- 
able injury to the Florida orange crop. Without any 
general attempt at insect control the vast bulk of the 
Fiorida crop had to be washed this season, and the losses 
in the markets were consequently overwhelming. Call- 
fornia proposes to control her orchard pests and is suc- 
ceeding well in the undertaking—and will continue to do 
so unless the Florida white fly gets a hold.

Improvement in Roads. 

OS ANGELES county stands alone in the amount of 

taxes levied by the Supervisors for road purposes, the 
amount being almost double that of any other county in 
the State. In, 1904 the levy for road use was $223,956. 
When we see that only one other county reached the fig- 
ure of $100,000 the magnitude of our road improvement 
will be better understood. Santa Clara county's road tax 
for last year was $127,158. Of the $2,146,139 collected as 
road taxes in the entire State, Las Angeles county spends 
one-ninth. The county is large and populous, and its 
road sysiem forms a great network, covering all the cul- 
tivated ¢erritory and long stretches between the great 
plains and valleys of the county. This seems an enor- 
mous sum, but it is being expended wisely, especially in 
the extension of the oiled mileage. One reason the Su- 
pervisors of Los Angeles county have been obliged to 
appropriate such large sums for road making and mainte- 
nance is, that somehow the State of California has been 
very careful not to spend any of the State’s money to as- 
sist in road making. Here is the way the State helps 
those who do not help themselves. The Trinity-Hum- 
boldt proposed road has an appropriation of $1800: the 
Eel River road survey, $6000; Mono Lake Basin road,

In 
some experiments in the British army it was found 
that when allowed to choose, horses drank about one- 


not far from three-eights at noon, and about the same 
proportion at night. 


Prof. Henry says that boiled feed is useful for colts, 
brood mares and stallions, if fed two or three times a 
week, and that draught horses being prepared for sale 
or exhibition may be given cooked feed once a day. In 
his opinion an excellent feed for horses is made by 
boiling barley and oats in a kettle with considerable 
water and pouring the mass over chaffed hay, allow- 
in the whole to stand until the hay is well softened. 
Bran, roots, and a small quantity of oil meal may be 
added also. | 


The horse not only requires less feed when idle than 
when at work, but is actually injured if the ration is not 
reduced on days of idleness, Some feeders of high 
standing reduce the feed of their work horses on Sun- 
days and holidays, in the belief that even one day's feed- 
ing of a working ration while the horse is at rest is 
injurious. 


It is now the belief of all who have thoroughly 
studied the subject that idle horses are fed too heavily 
as a rule. But no fixed ration can be named since the 
food requirements of individual horses differ so widely.

Interesting calculations rather than experimentation 
have led to the conclusion that when trotting the horse 
does 4.5 times as much work as when walking, 1.75 times 
as much when galloping as when trotting, and 2.5 times 
more when on full gallop than on a canter.

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Medical Legisiation—-I. 


: HE subject of medical legislation is an exccedingly 

important one. From the dawn of history, certain 

: cliques of healers have made a practice of trying 

to obtain a monopoly of the business. In the Bible we 

read that various schools of the Jewish priesthood con- 
tended with each other in the working of miracies, and 
sought to obtain the right for an exclusive privilege. 

The allopaths, or “regulars,” at first bitterly fought the 

‘homeopaths, but as the latter became stronger, they bad. 

to take them into the fold, and give them a share of 
the patronage. Now, they are occupying a similar vo- 

tion toward the osteopaths, but these are steadily gain- 
ing ground, and have secured recognition in most of the 
es. ‘ 

It.is searcely necessary to say that it is of the high- 
est importance that we should have liberty in medicine 
as well as in religion. Americans will never tolerate, 
for any length of time, a connection between the State 
and any particular school of healing, amy more than 
between the State and any oarticular religious creed. 

The Times recently published a letter from Pasadena, 
showing how a man, not holding a diploma, who had 
been making many cures of thee dread disease cancer, 
by a simple method, had been persecuted by the local 
physicians. From New York, Benedict Lust, editor of 
that most excellent magazine, the Naturopath, and a 

teacher of the natural method of healing, without drugs, 
writes to the editor that he and his associates have 

en arrested. Al this is wrong, and should not be 
ed in a free country. | 

Reference has been made in The Times to a propased 
Wi before the California Legislature, relating to the 
powers of boards of health. A still more important 
bill proposed is that known as Assembly Bill No. 267, 
fepealing parts of the present medical law, and substi- 
tuting other measures therefor. 

Assembly Bill 267, recently introduced by Mr. Me- 
Gowan, would, if passed, make some very sweeping 
changes in the existing medical law of this State 
which is a fairly good law as such laws go, though 
containing some weak points. 

At the present time no M. D. can enter practice 
here without submitting to an examination. There is 
no registration clause in the existing law; everything 
depends on examination. | 

The Board of Medical Examiners consists of nine 
membérs—five allopaths, two homeopaths and = two 
eclectica—elected by the three State societies repre 
senting these schools of medicine. In the giving of is 
examinations this board has succeeded in creating con- 
sternation in the ranks of medical students of San Fran- 
cisco’s Homeopathic, Eclectic and Physicians’ and 
Surgeons’ College. During the life of this law, for years 
there has been great dissatisfaction felt and expressed 
by those M.D.’s outside the State medical societies. At 
the time of the passage of this law, in 1901, Senator 
Shortridge, who attacked it -vigorously op the floor of 
the Senate, stated that the State Medical Society (allo- 
pathic,) had about 300 members out of the 5500 repre- 
sentatives of that school of medicine in this State. 
These 300 were the investigators of this law. By mak- 
ing the requirements for membership in the society 
very rigid, this small number can continue to dictate 
the policy of the profession to the 5200 others. 


Two years ago a bill was introduced in the Assembly 
to amend the existing law, but it was never returned 
by the commiitee to which it was referred. These at- 
tempts to amend the existing law originate in San 
Francisco, where there is much dirty medical linen 
canstantly hung out for the public to gaze upon. There 
have been suits for slander originating out of the ex- 
aminations given by the board. Practically whole 
classes from the colleges previously mentioned 
have been funked by this board. Hence these 
colleges feel that cheir only redress is through 
the Legislature. Each session of the Legislature 
will probably see some form of amendment of- 
fered until a change is made. Naturally, every amend- 
ment is fought by the State Medical Society. The chief 
weakness of those medical men who offer these amend- 
ments is that they can not abstain from doing politics. 
Each amendment presented changes in the election of | 
the board by the State societies to appointment by che 
Governor, thus making the board a political one. But 
on the Other hand, there is no alternative for those 
presentiig the amendment. They find it practically tm- 
possible to become members of the State Society which 
elects the members of the board, hence to have the 
Governor appoint them is their only way ta win. The 
present am?adment offered shows apparent good faith 
on the part of those offering it because it makes it im- 
possible for the Governor to appoint anyone as a member 
of the board who is not a member of the State societies. 

This amendment presents quite a new departure in 
that it prescribes just what and how much a medical 
college shall teach, Le., the minimum requirements. 

It makes.a bid for the support of those friendly to 
@steopathy by granting certain credits to osteopaths 
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on the oeteopaths, because they are well satisfied with 
their present rate of development. The osteopathic 
college in this city gives a three-year course, ten months 
in each year. This is about two months short of the 
best medical colleges. An osteopath would indeed be 
soft to accept one year’s credit in a medical college 
after this showing. 

It appears as though the Santa Clara Medical Society 
is the chief bulwark of the existing law. Two years 
ago it furnished the Legislature with an open letter 
in support of the existing law. Its chief claim is non- 
affiliation with a medical college. A strong protest 
of the society against the bill is reproduced below. 
There is much truth in ¢he ten reasons given for op- 
posing any amendment to the existing law. e., the 
reasons are all good and sufficient from the standpoint 
of the men who believe with all their might that the 
allopathic is the only school of medicine worthy of the 


of the three drug schools of medicine four years ago 
the homeopaths and eclectics sold their birthright to the 
allopaths for a mess of pottage. The result of this will 
be that in less than twenty-five years there will be no 
difference between these schools. This is the condi- 
tion devoutly wished for by all good allopaths. 

It is well for the public that neither all schools of 
medicine nor politics should think alike. The opposition 
of forces is what keeps all striving for something higher 
and better. 

The question might be asked: Why don’t the non- 
affiliated medical men constituting the majority oppose 
the gag rule of the few? The answer is a simple busi- 
ness one. First, they are not united. Second, they 
are not anxious to promote conditions which would 
create greater competition. The practice of medicine 
is a business. 

Here is the protest of the Santa Clara county Medical 
Society, above referred to. The resolutions were 
unanimously adopted: 

“Whereas, a bill has been introduced in the Legis- 
lature of California, known as Assembly Bill, No. 267, 
repealing parts of the present medical law, and sub- 
stituting other measures therefor; and 

“Whereas, this society is not identified in any man- 
ner with any medical college, nor are any of its mem- 
bers associated with such institution in any capacity, 
but are guided in this action solely by our continued 
regard for the public welfare, and in the interests of 
legitimate medical education; and : 

“Whereas, the present medical law ig entirely satis- 
factory to the physicians of Santa Clara county and to 
the great mass of the medical profession throughout 
California; and 

“Whereas, the present law is in the interest of the 
people, and protects them against ignorance and in- 
competency, as well as the intrigues and machinations 
of dishonest practitioners of medicine and surgery; 
be it therefore 

“Resolved, that Assembly Bill No. 267 meets with the 
unqualified condemnation of this society and all repu- 
table physicians of Santa Clara county, and that our 
representatives in the Legislature be instructed and 
urged to use every possible endeavor to defeat the 
passage of said bill, together with all similar attempts 
to alter, amend or repeal the existing efatute. 

“Resolved, that among the many reasons for this 
action are the following: 

1.) That the present medical law is in every way 
adequate to the needs of the people of the State of 
California, and compelling a standard of medical edu- 
cation aporoaching, if not equal to, the requirements 
of our State institution, the medical department of the 
University of California, and similar institutions of 
learning in other States. 

“(2.) The proposed law, as contained in Assembly 
Bill No. 267, is vicious in its character, in ¢hat it seeks 
to pull down and destroy the safeguards which the 
people of that State have the right to expect and de- 
mand for their well being. For a legitimate entrance 


are alone considered, it substitutes easy access for the 
ignorant and incompetent, to the injury of individual 
and public heakh and te the degradation of the medical 
profession. 

“(3.) Under the present law, every candidate to 
practice medicine, regardless of where he graduated, 
must first undergo a fair examination testing his know!l- 
edge before a license to practice is given him. With a 
sham pretense of local patriotism Billi No. 267, while 
subjecting graduates of time-honored medical schools 
of the East to examination, would exempt from this 
ordeal the ignorant output of questionable California 
schools. Discredited and disgraced before the decent 
medical fraternity, the proprietors of these obnoxious 
institutions are the very persons behind and pushing 
Assembly Billi No. 267. 

“Once let the Legislature break down the safeguards 
of knowledge and competency, which are now exacted 
of medical practitioners, and the sick and helpless, ex- 
cept by bitter erperience, will possess no means of dis- 
criminating between the scientific phygician and the 
ignorant pretender. 

“(4.) In matters of education, sald Assembly Bill No. 
267, is retrogressive, Inasmuch as the present medical 
law compels on the part of the applieart to practice, a 
reasonable knowledge of the fundamental principles of 
medicine, surgery and obstetrics, while the proposed 
law seeks to eliminate this requirement by abolishing

Dr. Koch 
maintains thai tuberculosis in cows is different from 
tuberculosis in human beings. Even granting that, 
however, che milk from a tuberculous cow cannot, by any 
stretch of imagination, be regarded as fit for human 
consumption. 

It is not enough that cows should be kept clean to 
insure pure milk. They must have hygienic surround- 
ings—must have exercise and plenty of fresh air. A 
cow kept most of the time in a dark, ill-ventilated, 
ill-smelling stable, will as surely become diseased as 
would a human being, undér similar conditions. 

Perhaps the new company may also give ué good, 
fresh, sweet buttermilk without preservatives. That 
would be a boon.

These few remarks are introductory to a brief review 
of an interesting and somewhat remarkable lecture that 
has been reproduced in sheet form by the author, Stia- 
eon Jarvis, an attorney of San Pedro. Mr. Jarvis entities 
his lecture “Desire Force, and Our Own Power for Mir- 
acie.” He claims that the greatest power in nature has 
never been named, and he has called it “Desire Force” — 
the best name he could think of. The editor sent a copy 
of this lecture to several friends. Dr. J. H. Tilden, of a 
Stuffed Club, wrote as follows: 

“Your letter and clipping received. I read the article, 
and I will say that I can indorse as much, if not more, 
of it than I can the writings of almost anybody I bave 
ever read. I would like to shake that man’s hand. He 
is a good thinker, and he solves prob- 


“That lecture you sent me is very clever indeed. You

Here are some extracts from the lecture, which will 
give readers some ideas of the author's views: 

“It may occur to you that very few teachings regard- 

ing human lifo have asked for your best thought. We 
have all been brought up during earlier years in systems 
which asserted chat such and such things were true, and 
we were ordered to believe them; but there never was 
much demand for our own personal thought. In fact, it 
has been the priestly teaching of many centuries that 
our thought on such subjects was much in the nature of 
sin—that investigation implied a possibility of doubt, 
and that doubt was certainly sin. But in the study of 
Nature these positions are reversed and here it seems 
to be more in the nature of sin to remain in a condition 
of idle and unfruitful ignorance. ... 
Defined crudely, Desire-Force is a oower in men and 
animals to create, alter and compel. It would have been 
more reverent and more to my liking to have said that 
Kals was a power of God, and men and. animals. But 1 
am not here to undertake to tell things about God, and I 
would not like. you to rank me with those who seek to 
inform us as to what God is or is not, what He likes and 
what He disapproves. We know absolutely nothing 
about God. We examine results of which we think He 
is the cause. Privately you and I may have to view cer- 
tain marvels with such wonder that we may privately 
think of them as attributes of God, but we have no right 
to angoy others with our personal beliefs.” 

Mr. Jarvis finds evidences of this desire power in the 
hypnotism or magnetizing of birds by beasts of prey and 
snakes, also in the actions of all animals during mating 
seasons. He says: 

“Now, when Man, this last product of evolutionary 
ages, this wonderful beast of the desire force, finally 
comes to desire wisdom, or anything else, he simply has 
to demand it. If he is a man of God he prays for it, 
and he gets some of it, and if he prayed harder he would 
get more of it. But if he is great enough he can get 
i without prayer, for it is evidently the intention that 
eventually we shall stand alone.“ 

The author believes that there is a close connection be- 
twoeén strong sexual passions and talent. On this subject 
he quotes George Eliot, who said: 
be the result of sidetracking passion.” There is doubt- 
less much truth in this theory. On consulting history, 
ft will be found that most men of great ability were men ’ 
of sexual passions. There are, of course, excep- | 
tions to this, as co all other rules. For instance, it is | 
ald that Sir Isaac Newton was entirely oblivious to the 
charms of the female sex. 

As further evidences of the power of this desire force, 
Mr. Jarvis refers to the extraordinary ingenuity exhibited 
by prisoners in getting out of jail, and to the marvelous 
efforts of animals to escape from bondage. 

The author, who has lived in Palestine, and there in- 
vestigated many interesting things, refers to the old Jew- 
ish priests and prophets, as strikte: - af this da- 
sire force.
